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Parents submit petition 
Stevenson school busing 
decision two weeks away 


The Dist 21 School Board will decide 


In two weeks whether to bus Stevenson 
Elementary School students, who live In 
several nearby apartment complexes. 


A group of parents last week submitted 


a petition to Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill 
asking for the bus service Most of those 
Mho signed the petition arc reportedly 
residents of the Willow Riser, Willow 
Park Estates, Lochiomcn and Orchard 
Park apartment complexes. 


The parents feel the route to the school 


Is unsafe and the distance Is too great. 
Tho biggest safety hazard, they say, is 


the fact there are no Interior sidewalks 
in two of the apartment complexes. 


The school district policy is to bus only 


those children who live more than IVi 
miles away from the building they at- 
tend All of the children in the four 
apartment complexes live within one 
mile of the school 


SEVERAL PARENTS attended the 


Dlst. 21 board meeting last week to dis- 
cuss the matter, but the board took no 
action. Thoy will wait until all board 
members have had a chance to survey 
the route to the school. 


A decision is expected nt the next regu- 


lar board meeting, Sept 20. 


GUI said yesterday he sympathizes 


with the concerns of the parents, but It Is 
likely the school board will stick to Its 
present policy. 


"I'm not saying there aren't hazards 


there," he said "There are hazards ev- 
erywhere But wo have many more spots 
with more dangerous intersections than 
those apartment complexes. We just 
have to draw the line somewhere or oth- 
erwise we'll be busing kids from three 
houses away."

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Report on plane crash in 90 days 


A report on the cause of the mid-air 


collision near Palwaukec Airport last 
Thursday that claimed the life of a 
Northbrook youlh Is not expected to be 
released by the Notional Transportation 
Safety Board (NTSB) for about 90 days. 


Investigators from the NTSB and the 


Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) 
continued through the weekend to probe 
the wreckage of the crash which killed 
Gary Kayscr, 17. 


FAA spokesmen said Kayser 
had 


apparently been practicing take-offs and 
landings when his Cessna ISO collided 
with a Cessna 172, piloted by William Ja- 
cobsori of Madison, Wis. The crash oc- 
curred shortly before 5:30 p.m. near the 


intersection of Wheeling and Palatine 
roads in Wheeling. 


Jacobson managed to land his crippled 


plane at the airport with none of his pas- 
^cngcrs Injured. 


George Green, superintendent of the 


NTSB Chicago District office, said in- 
vestigators have begun interviewing the 
passengers In the Jacobson plane, wit- 
nesses to the accident, and the Pal- 
waukec tower controller. An autopsy was 
also scheduled to be performed on Kay- 
scr during the weekend. 


Following the Investigation all findings 


will be sent to Washington, D.C where a 
five-man NTSB committee will study 
them and issue a probable cause.

coming to and from the terminal? 


• What exact routes will be used to 


and from the area?

The nomads of America 


Whether it's Omaha or Schaumburg-it's home

The moving van has hardly pulled out of the drive at her 


ne-.v home before Marilyn Mullln hops In her car and heads 
out to discover what she can about (lie community. 


Give her a week and she will know everyone on her block. 
Within a month she will have found a part-time job, volun- 


teered to be an assistant Brownie leader, enrolled In a ceram- 
ics class and joined a few neighborhood social clubs. 


She also will be knocking on the doors of new neighbors for 


the Grcctcrs Club and welcoming them to Schaumburg as if 
she had lived there all her life instead of just since March. 


GIVE HER another month and she may be gone. 
Mrs. Mullln Is the wife of an executive nomad and hop- 


scotching from one place to another Is a way of life for her. 


She calls Schaumburg home but then she has also called 


Salem, Ark, Kansas City and Joplln, Mo., Overland Park, 
Kan. and Omnhn, Neb, home. Within the last 11 years the 
family has made seven moves In five states. 


"I have never felt not at home anywhere we were," said 


Mrs. Mullln. "I have really enjoyed every move." Included in 
the list is one transfer where there was only one week's 
notice and she was eight months pregnant. 


While Mrs. Mullln had only moved once before she was 


married, her husaand, John, is a veteran The son of a sales- 
man, he had lived in 19 different places by the time he was 
ID. 


TRANSFERRING isn't all that easy and enjoyable for oth- 


er families. Nearly 40 million families move annually and it 
is estimated 2.5 million of them are the result of a corporate 
transfer. 


While the executive nomad is taken under the wings of 


other executives and Is kept busy integrating himself Into a 
new job, the wife and children are left at home in a strange 
community to fend for themselves. 


The wife is usually left to carry out the physical aspects of 


the move — unpacking, having phones installed, picking up 
license plates, registering the children in school and other 
time consuming but necessary Items. In between the busy 
work she is expected to get out and make new social contacts. 


"YOU HAVE TO bo aggressive. If you don't get out you 


probably won't be very happy," said Jan Dixon of Schaum- 
burg, a veteran of eight transfers. 


"The children are'a tremendous help in meeting people. 


The kids find themselves beautifully," said Mrs. Dixon, a 
mother of two. "Before you know It the kids have made 
friends and you can contact the parents and Introduce your- 
self." 


"You gain experience from one place to another in making 


contacts and it gets easier," said Mrs. Dixon. 


The William Tranavitch family's fears of being able to 


make new friends in Buffalo Grove never materialized. The 
family was transferred to the area a year ago after having 
lived in New Jersey all their life. 


"Buffalo Grove Is quite a melting pot and many people we 


meet are transferees," said Tranavitch. "Actually you are 
able to get closer to your neighbors because you have some- 
thing in common with them." 


WITH THE FIRST move out of the way, the Tranavitchs

Walk down the halls of suburban high 


schools and you can see the change — 
students dressed up a little, hair combed 
and shoes shined 


This is the new look and it is making 


administrators and parents smile be- 
cause for a while they were wondering 
just how much grubbier their children 
would get. 


Yes, kids still dress the way they want 


and in everything imaginable, from oxer- 
alls to floor length gowns But jou can 
see a trend away from the sce-how-Iousy- 
you-can-look to something quite different. 


Credit it to the class of '74, this almost 


polished and prim appearance. 


A few jears ago school officials bick- 


ered about how students should look. 
Miniskirts? Pants for girls? Long hair on 
boys? 


AS DRESS CODES cased to accom- 


modate the current fashions, students be- 
came weary of the whole ordeal and sud- 
denly showed up in worn-out jeans, 
faded work shirts and uncombed hair. 


In defiance, they turned up their noses 


to current fashion trends until it became 
fashionable not to be fashionable. Free- 
dom, they said, was the ability to wear 
what you want to wear. 


But now, despite the leeway In the cur- 


rent dress codes, students are choosing 
to be a little more neat and a little more 
style conscious. 


"I like getting dressed up," said Wen- 


dy Topczewski, a senior at Hersey High 
School "It determines how I feel for the 
day." 


Girls now are wearing soft 
knit 


d-csses, straight-legged pants and blazer 
jackets with wide lapels. 


GUY VENA, a dean at Arlington High 


School, is happy with the students. "It's 
wonderful," he said. "Parents also do a 
pretty good job on what's good taste. The 
dress code at the high school is pretty 
much similar to most other schools': If 
It's okay with your parents, it's OK with 
us. 


"I think they have a sense of respect 


for themselves," he said "There seems 
to be a happy medium. We adjust, they 
adjust." 


For years school officials and students 


struggled over dress codes that would be 
appropriate for both parties. Girls were 
sent home for wearing culottes or pants. 
Boys were asked to get haircuts when 
their hair grew over the ears or face dis- 
missal 


BUT SOON DRESS codes began to re- 


lax and allowed a student the freedom to 
dress in any way he chose, provided ap- 
pearance did not disrupt a class or en- 
danger the health and safety of himself 
or to other students. 


"Kids as a whole are better dressed 


than they have been in the past few 
years," said a veteran teacher at Elk 
Grove High School "How they dress is 
bow they think and how they are." 
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Faculty senate president elaborates on criticisms of college

Robert Powell looks like Ernest He- 


mingway and speaks In the measured 
tones of a scholar. 


After talking to him for just a few min- 


utes, It's cosy to picture Powell In the 
front of a college English class, leading 
students through a discussion of the finer 
points of literature. 


But right now Powell has begun a dis- 


cussion of a very different sort. Last 
week In his capacity as president of Har- 
per College faculty senate he attacked 
the Harper administration as "undemo- 
cratic" and "monolithic." He said the 
college nlll become "dispirited and gen- 
erally bad" If conditions do not change 
soon. 


NOW, A WEEK after that speech, 


Powell Is still talking about the problems 
the school faces. The reaction to his pub- 
lic criticism of the college he says, "has 
been almost universally favorable. I sus- 
pect that even the great bulk of adminis- 
trators don't oppose this view." 


Ho Is quick to point out that, even 


though ho is president of the faculty sen- 
ate, "I don't speak for the whole faculty. 
I don't know If everyone can support ev- 
erything I say." Then ho goes on to 
elaborate on what his charges meant. 


"I said the administration Is monoli- 


thic. By that I mean faculty members 
don't know who makes the decisions — 
there is no way of knowing whether a 
decision was made by a division head 
acting on his own or whether the decision 
was made by the president," he says. 


Powell joined the Harper faculty as a 


department head when the school first 
opened. He came from Wright Junior 
College In Chicago and when ho joined 
the faculty, he says, "1 saw a policy 
manual that was a model of enlight- 
enment. Department chairmen were to 
teach and were to be elected by the fac- 
ulty." 


BUT THINGS began to change. During 


the second year of operation department 
chairmen were forbidden to teach, ho 
says, and after three years at Harper 
Powell gave up his administrative title to 
become a full-time associate professor of 
English. 


Making the department (later called 


division) heads full-time administrators 
was a mistake, Powell says. "The ad- 
ministration has to have a representative 
at the department level," he says, "but 
the faculty members also have to feel 
they havo someone working for them. 
They have created a labor-management 
split along the Industrial model." 


Real bitterness among the faculty be- 


gan In I960 when two teachers who were 
active In tho faculty senate, Ed Kallsh 
and Betty Enbysk, were fired. The two 
sued and earlier this year had their plea 
for reinstatement turned down In court. 


"Tho only position tho faculty senate 


ever took on their case was that the 
board needed to tell them why they had 
been fired," Powell says, "but of course 
tho administration took the position they 
didn't havo to do that. The scars from

that Incident have never healed." 


NOW POWELL sees growing frustra- 


tion among the faculty because of the 
attitude of the administration in ignoring 
recommendations from faculty com- 
mittees and because of last spring's ac- 
tion by the college board when the hoard 
established a faculty salary schedule 
over the protests of the senate. 


"I don't think there is any way to pre- 


vent the teachers here from forming a 
union now, even though I'm opposed to 
it," he says, "and I suspect that there 
are some administrations — although I 
don't know If it's true here — who prefer 
a teachers union because it cements the 
administration to the board." 


The faculty has voted twice on whether 


to affiliate with a national union, cither 
the National Education Association 
(NEA) or the American Federation of 
Teachers (AFT). Powell says he doesn't 
know which group the faculty will fi- 
nally pick but "I suspect that another 
vote, when end If It comes, will be favor- 
able." 


Powell himself opposed the formation 


of a union at Wright when he taught 
there and he agrees with the position 
that "every picket line Is a violation of 
academic freedom." 


A UNION HAS never formed before at 


Harper, ho says, because "this Is a very 
conservative faculty." But now he holds 
out little hope for the one action that 
could prevent a union — "All It would 
take Is a change in attitude by the ad- 
ministration," he says. 


What he would like to see happen at 


Harper, he says, is simple. "I would like 
to see the faculty senate and the faculty 
members In the departments apprised of 
what is going to happen to them before it 
happens. When faculty members servo 


Harper enrollment climbs 
as physical education falls 


Enrollment growth at Harper College 


appears to havo bounced back after fall- 
Ing off last year, Harper officials have 
announced. 


First day enrollment figures this year 


Indicate that 8,725 full and part-time stu- 
dents arc enrolled for credit at the 
school, a 16 per cent Increase of last 
fall's first day figures. In addition, 4,530 
students registered for noncrcdlt contin- 
uing education programs, an Increase of 
32 per cent over last year. 


Guerln Fischer, vice president for stu- 


dent affairs, said the enrollment Increas- 
es may reflect the results of a Harper 
College awareness program which was 
begun last spring when enrollments at 
tho college fell below expectations. 


LAST SPRING, Harper officials an- 


nounced a budget freeze because enroll- 
ment Increases were lower than antici- 
pated. The college receives financial aid 
from the state depending on the number 
of students it has. 


College officials also reported that en- 


rollment In physical education classes 
has decreased nearly 50 per cent as a 
result of tho destruction of the school's 
flcldhouso in n fire last June. 


Enrollment this fall In physical educa- 


tion Is 521 students, as compared to 084 
last year. Only 23 class sections arc 
being offered as compared to 39 sections 
last year. 
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Fischer said the college had antici- 


pated about 1,300 students in physical 
education programs this year. He said 
enrollment was further decreased by de- 
lays In building an emergency physical 
education facility which the college 
hoped to have ready in October. 


BECAUSE OF difficulties In obtaining 


steel, representatives of the school's ar- 
chitect report the emergency building 
will probably not be ready until January. 


College Pres. Robert Lahtl said his 


staff Is looking for alternatives for main- 
taining the physical education program 
now that Gov. Daniel Walker has vetoed 
on emergency $1.65 million appropriatlot 
that would have replaced the old field- 
house. 


Lahtl said the board would have to 


consider whether to replace the Weld- 
house entirely with local funds, to try to 
lobby In the legislature to override the 
governor's veto or to build a more exten- 
sive temporary facility. 


In addition, Lahtl said, "If enrollments 


in P.E. continue Jo go down, we are go- 
Ing to have to look hard at whether we 
can retain the faculty members we have 
in this field." 


Harper College board may 
meet with dissident faculty 


The Harper CoU>ge board of trustees 


spent less than five minutes on charges 
made by the faculty about the school's 
educational program but indicated it 
may meet with faculty members about 
the charges In the future. 


At the end of a 2H-hour board meeting 


Thursday, Robert Powell, faculty senate 
president, asked the board for a response 
to a speech he made last week in which 
he called the Harper administration "un- 
democratic" and "monolithic." 


Powell told the board the 17-membcr 


faculty senate has unanimously endorsed 
his statement and added, "The faculty is 
angrier than I've ever seen a faculty. 
There's a feeling in this faculty that the 
educational philosophy of the college is 
bankrupt and I think we should get to- 
gether with the board and talk about it 
soon." 


BOARD PRES. Jessalyn Nlcklas re- 


plied, "I think the reputation and record 
we enjoy in the community indicates the 
kind of job we are doing." However, 
Mrs. Nlcklas added the board would like 
to meet Informally with the faculty to 
discuss the issue. No date was set for a 
meeting. 


In his speech, made to the faculty the 


week before classes started, Powell had 
charged that the administration of Har- 
per threatens to turn the college into an 
"overblown, dispirited and generally bad 
institution." 


He also criticized the emphasis in the 


college toward "management" rather 
than teaching and said large class sizes 


on a committee, they should know where 
the decision is reversed and why and the 
college board should be made aware of 
strong dissenting opinions on the faculty 
when recommendations are brought to 
them,"he says. 


There are other things about commu- 


nity colleges In general and Harper in 
particular that upset Powell. Many pro- 
grams are developed because of a real 
need, he says, but "others are the prod- 
uct of good salesmanship. Community 
colleges tend to build their own em- 
pires." 


IN ADDITION, he does not approve of 


the move by community colleges to take 
over the noncredlt adult 
education 


classes that have been taught for years 
In high schools. "I don't understand why 
wo have to teach astrology," he says. "I 
don't understand why the high school 
adult education classes can't take care of 
things like astrology and bridge." 


In addition, Powell believes that Har- 


per's emphasis on large lecture classes, 
which means teachers have large num- 
bers of students to deal with, is wrong. 
"Other community colleges do not em- 
phasize large lectures because the boast 
has been that there is more contact with 
the teachers at community colleges 
than at large universities," he says. 
"There's room for lectures in a college, 
but our teacher-student ratio is very 
high." 


Even with Its faults, however, Powell 


believes the community college, with its 
emphasis on both academic classes and 
vocational programs "Is a helluva good 
Idea. It seems to me that tho worst thing 
in society is not the break between 
black end white, but the break between 
the intellectual and the nonintellectual. 
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and teacher loads mean a student who 
leaves Harper "has done less writing and 
has had less faculty criticism of his 
thought processes than students from 
other colleges in this state." 


EARLIER IN Thursday's board meet- 


ing, board member Annalee Fjellberg 
voted against hiring a part-time coor- 
dinator for senior citizens' programs say- 
ing she wanted more study of the hiring 
of nonacademlc employes. 


The coordinator, Esther Rabchuk of 


Arlington Heights, will work on devel- 
oping programs for senior citizens and 
will work with a senior citizen's advisory 
committee, college officials said. She will 
also oversee use of a $27,000 public ser- 
vice grant if the college receives it from 
the state. 


Mrs. Fjellberg, in objecting to the new 


position, said, "I have nothing against 
senior citizens," but added that she has 
been studying the budget and "I've found 
some things I don't like at all." 


MRS. FJELLBERG added, "Consid- 


ering that nonacademic salaries are 42 
per cent of our budget and academic sal- 
aries, as nearly as I can tell, are 27 per 
cent, I would like to have a greater un- 
derstanding of our situation before we 
keep adding people to this area." She 
said she has voted to hire three persons 
"of this kind" since coming to the board 
In April. 


Mrs. Rabchuk was hired by a 6-1 vote 


at an annual salary of $5,500 a year. The 
board also approved the hiring of 
Charles Oakticf as director of evening 
services at an annual salary of $18,000.

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Protestant chief murdered 
in Ireland; hint open war 


BELFAST (UPI) — Gunmen shot mili- 


tant Protestant leader Tommy Hcrron In 
the head and dumped his body in a road- 
side ditch near suburban Usburn Sun- 
day, police said. 


Political sources said Hcrron's murder 


could spark open warfare between (cud- 
ing Protestant groups In Northern Ire- 
land. 


Hcrron, former vice chairman of the 


Ulster Defense Association, disappeared 
Friday after attending a meeting at UDA 
headquarters In East Belfast. HI? broth- 
er-in-law, who served as his bodyguard, 
was also killed by gunmen earlier this 
year. 


SOURCES WITHIN the UDA move- 


ment said they believed Herron was 
killed by a splinter group of the ex- 
tremist Ulster Volunteer Force, whoso 
members were said to be angered over 
his more moderate policies. 


Detectives 
investigating 
Hcrron's 


death sold he was apparently killed with- 


out a struggle shortly after he dis- 
appeared Friday. They said the pistol he 
normally carried was still in Its holster 
under his coat and his body bore no signs 
of violence. 


"It seems likely the killers were known 


and trusted by Herron," one detective 
said. "This gives weight to the theory he 
was shot by Protestants." 


They said It could also be significant 


that he disappeared on the eve of a ma- 
jor UDA policy meeting to discuss the 
Implications of Prime Minister Edward 
Heath's visit to Dublin today. 


Two youths found Herron's body lying 


crumpled in the ditch Sunday, police 
said. 


Hcrron, who left a wife and five chil- 


dren, was the highest ranking Protestant 
militant killed in four years of violence 
among the majority Protestant*, minor- 
ity Roman Catholics and the security 
forces of Northern Ireland. 


Ills death, the second within 24 hours, 


raised the toll since 1969 to 883 persons.

gressional staff study forecasts a fuel 
shortage that could approach 30 per cent 
of the nation's needs this winter if unusu- 
ally cold weather is accompanied by re- 
finery breakdowns or Import disruptions, 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey said Sunday. 


The Minnesota Democrat provided no 


detailed data, but said the staff of the 
Joint Economic Committee of Congress 
reviewed the situation at his request and 
concluded that "shortages of more than 
10 to 15 per cent would bring life to a 
halt In the affected regions." 


The committee staff found that a short- 


age as large as 30 per cent could result

Bomb blasts, 
riots protest 
Chilean coup 


(From Herald News Services) 


An explosion inside the offices of the 


International Telephone and Telegraph 
offices m Zurich and street demonstra- 
tions in London marked a series of Sun- 
day protests against the military take- 
over of Chile. Anti-junta flrebomblngs 
and marches occurred in Spain during 
the weekend. 


The bomb at ITT's offices in the Swiss 


city exploded Inside the courtyard Sun- 
day and caused damages estimated at 
more than $170,000. There were no in- 
juries. 


Police said they believe the bomb 


throwers were protesting the overthrow 
of Chilean President Salvador Allende 
and ITT's alleged earlier Involvement in 
Chilean affairs. There have been a series 
of anti-junta demonstrations throughout 
Switzerland the past three days, with 
clashes between police and demonstra- 
tors in Geneva, Lausanne, Berne and Zu- 
rich. 


IN LONDON, police broke up a demon- 


stration by more than 3,000 persons out- 
side the Chilean Embassy, arresting sev- 
eral of the protestors. 


A group of youths protesting AHende's 


ouster clashed with police in downtown 
Madrid soon after an explosion in the of- 
fices of Chilean Airlines. In Barcelona, a 
time bomb exploded In the archepiscopal 
palace, setting off another fire. The In- 
scription "In Memory of Allerde" was 
found painted on a wall of the building. 


In Buenos Aires, the Peronist youth or- 


ganized a march Sunday to protest the 
coup against the Marxist leader, who 
committed suicide Tuesday, and the Gen- 
eral Confederation of Workers, Argen- 
tina's largest labor union, ordered a 15- 
minute national strike Monday to ex- 
press solidarity with Chilean workers. 


In Castel Gandolfo, Italy, Pope Paul 


VI Sunday called the Chilean coup a 
tragedy and said he hoped the nation 
could avert a civil war. 


WITH TEARS streaming down her 


face, Mrs. Hortensia AUende, widow of, 
the ousteVi president of Chile, arrived in 
Mexico City Sunday to accept political 
asylum. She appealed to the United Na- 
tions to "prevent reprisals" against fol- 
lowers of her late husband. 


Mrs. Allende received a heroine's wel- 


come at Benito Juarc airport by a crowd 
of 3,000 Mexican officials, peasants and 
workers. President Luis Echeverria and 
his wife were one of the first to meet the 
tearful Mrs. Allende.

Washington Star-News reported the Inte- 
rior Department had told the White 
House privately that potentially serious 
heating oil shortages could develop this 
winter and that Interior officials planned 
to release the analysis today because 
they felt the energy problem was not 
being taken seriously enough. 


Hike in crude price sought 


VIENNA (UPI) — Eleven major oil 


exporting nations called Sunday for in- 
creases in the price of crude oil, ignoring 
a warning by President Nixon not to 
price themselves out of the energy busi- 
ness. 


Western economists said any increase 


in the cost of crude oil would push up the 
cost to the public of gasoline and fuel oil. 


But officials from oil producing states 


said this would be the fault of the oil 
companies, not them. 


The 11 member nations of the Organi- 


zation of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) also pledged backing for the 
L i b y a n government's takeover last 


month of 51 per cent of western oil com- 
pany operations in the Arab country. 


"If there is any collective action by the 


oil companies against Libya, OPEC will 
take appropriate measures," OPEC sec- 
retary general Abderrahman Khene told 
newsmen. This could include cutting off 
supplies of OPEC oil to the companies. 


OPEC, whose members supply 85 per 


cent of western oil imports, fixed Oct. 8 
as the starting date for official talks on 
oil price increases. The demand for more 
money for their oil came after two days 
of secret talks between ministers of 
OPEC member states. 


A billion military bill meet set 


(From Herald News Services) 


Pressldent Nixon has tentatively ar- 


ranged to meet today at the White House 
with Democratic and Republican sena- 
tors to discuss a military procurement 
bill expected to reach the Senate floor 
this week, it was announced Sunday. 


A presidential spokesman told report- 


ers the meeting was definitely on for 10 
a.m. (EDT) and that Defense Secretary 
James R. Schlesinger would attend, pos- 
sibly with Secretary of State-designate 
Henry A. Kissinger. 


But the spokesman later advised the 


session might not come off as scheduled, 
giving no immediate explanation for the 
uncertainty, and he said the names of 
senators Invited would not be announced 
for the time being. 


PLANS FOR THE meeting were dis- 


closed as Nixon wound up a weekend 
stay at Camp David, the presidential re- 
treat in Maryland's Catoctin mountains. 


The White House gave no clue to Nix- 


on's reason for wanting to talk with the 
senators about the $20.4 billion military 
measure, but it appeared that he was 


concerned about coming efforts to trim 
the bill, including a bid to delete all 
funds for production of Trident missile- 
carrying submarines. 


The President has threatened to veto 


any defense bill which, in his opinion, 
his been so pared down as to endanger 
national security. 


Sen. Thomas J. Mclntyre, D-N.H., 


plans Wednesday to offer an amendment 
that would cut the Trident authorization 
from $1.5 billion to $642 million and allow 
continued research and development on 
the subs but not their production. A close 
fight on the Mclntyre amendment was 
expected. 


At Camp David, Nixon put finishing 


touches on the housing message he is ex- 
pected to send Congress this week and 
reviewed progress of his trade bill, now 
before the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 


THE PRESIDENT appeared likely to 


win two more victories In Congress this 
week, however, with a House vote to sus- 
tain his veto of a minimum wage bill and 
Senate confirmation of Kissinger as sec- 
retary of state. 


The Senate also was moving toward 


action, possibly Tuesday, on an impor- 
tant piece of social legislation — a bill 
designed to assure 30 million workers 
covered by private pension plans that 
they will receive a pension upon retire- 
ment. 


The measure would create an insur- 


ance fund to provide at least partial pen- 
sions to employes of firms that go out of 
business or are absorbed by mergers. It 
also would set up machinery for a volun- 
tary "portability" between private pen- 
sion plans and arrange it so a worker 
switching jobs could carry his accumu- 
lated pension rights with him. 


Watergate wake—measure to 
evaluate office of Presidency 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Walter 


F. Mondale, D-Mlnn., said Sunday he 
would Introduce legislation to establish a 
special commission to evaluate the office 
of the Presidency in the wake of the Wa- 
tergate scandal. 


Mondale said his bill would create a 


panel of members of Congress, the exec- 
utive branch and private citizens "to ex- 
amine what has happened to the office, 
why it has happened, and what can be 
done to ensure that the Presidency re- 
mains open and accountable to the 
American people and the Congress." 


IN A LENGTHY address prepared for 


delivery in the Senate today, Mondale 
said the Watergate scandal "could mark 
the unfortunate beginning of a steep and 
disastrous decline in the prestige and 
power of that office," adding that new 
laws are needed to maintain "an open 
and legal Presidency, 
with strong 


safeguards to protect against the abuses 
of Presidential power." 


He also proposed creation of an "Office 


of Congressional Counsel" to help mem- 
bers of Congress who want to bring suit 
against illegal executive branch actions. 


Advisory unit points way 
to reform court system 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A federal ad- 


visary commission recommended several 
steps to reform local and state courts 
Sunday, including action to phase out 
juvenile courts, reduce the volume of ap- 
peals and Improve the quality of judges. 


Tne proposals were mr.de by a task 


force of the National Advisory Commis- 
sion on Criminal Justice Standards and 
Goals in a report submitted for use by 
the Justice Department's Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration which 
funnels federal antlcrime funds to state 
and local governments. 


The task-force, headed by law profes- 


sor Daniel J. Meador of the University of 
Virginia, suggested substitution of "fami- 
ly" courts for juvenile court systems. 


THE PANEL suggested that the family 


court be a division of the trial court of 
general jurisdiction with responsibility 
for all related legal matters such as de- 
linquency, neglect, support, adoption, 


child custody, paternity actions, divorce 
and annulment. 


In reviewing the judicial situation, the 


report found several shortcomings in 
the elective system for judges and said 
.they should be chosen by a special group 
of public representatives and other mem- 
bers of the judiciary and the legal pro- 
fession. 


Under the plan, a state governor would 


appoint those nominated for trial judges 
to serve for four years and appellate 
judges for six years. All would have to 
run in an uncontested election to serve 
another term of equal length. 


ON THE QUESTION of court appeals, 


the report recommended a single, unified 
review proceeding in which "all arguable 
defects In the trial proceeding can be ex- 
amined and finally settled, subject only 
to narrowly defined exceptional circum- 
stances where there are compelling rea- 
sons to provide for a further review."

Neivsprint crisis: progress, 
but no immediate relief 


by United Prni International 


Settlement of the Canadian railroad 


strike and some progress toward resolv- 
ing labor disputes at the country's paper 
mills will produce little Immediate roller 
from the newsprint shortage In the 
United States. 


Paper industry sources said that even 


nhcn the Canadian mills resume full pro- 
duction, they will be unable to fulfill the 
initial demands of U. S. newspapers. And 
when they do, the newsprint will cost 
more. 


Newspapers and magazines In the 


United States purchase 63 per cent of the 
II million tons of newsprint they use 
each year from Canadian mills, almost 
all of which have been shut down since 
early summer by strikes. 


IN ADDITION to the strikes at Cana- 


dian paper mills that cut off the princi- 
pal source of fresh supply, the newsprint 
shortage was complicated by two other 
factors. 


First, Canadian railroad workers went 


on strike In August and halted the princi- 
pal means of delivery for even reserve 
stocks of newsprint from the mills. Sec- 
ond, heavy rainfall in the forested areas 
of the United States has slowed logging 
operations that provide the pulp for 


newsprint. 


The railroad strike lasted three weeks 


before trains began running again Sept. 
11. Paper Industry sources said U. S. 
mills, despite the logging slowdown, 
were running at full capacity. 


First cracks In the strikes by Canadian 


mill workers occurred Sept. 7 when the 
Abltlbi Pulp and Paper Co. reached 
agreement with the United Paperwork- 
crs International Union on terms of a 
new contract that has been ratified by 
half the union's locals. 


Contract talks were still under way or 


scheduled to resume with workers at the 
other four major newsprint producers in 
Canada. 


THE WAGE Increases, all expected to 


follow the pattern of the Abltlbi agree- 
ment — 8.5 per cent during the next two 
years, plus other fringe benefits — arc 
expected to boost the cost of newsprint 
by approximately 10 per cent. Newsprint 
currently Is selling for about $178 per ton 
In the United Stales as compared with 
$164 a year ago. 


Meanwhile, the worsening shortage of 


newsprint has forced many newspapers 
to restrict advertising, editorial content 
and circulation In order to conserve on 
dwindling paper supplies.

Ilcvcnue sharing. Flooding. Taxing. 


And, water pricing. 


The problems of local governments 


gushed to tho discussion floor this week- 
end In Chicago during the 60th annual 
convention of the Illinois Municipal 
League. More than 2,800 mayors, city 
clerks and managers were registered at 
the Conrad Milton (or the convention, 
which ends today. 


The conference offered something for 


everyone. Big-name speakers Including 
Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker, Chicago 
Ma>or Richard J. Daley and Los Angeles 
Major Thomas Bradley. Serious dis- 
cussion. Seminars ranging from munici- 
pal problem-solving to the Image of pub- 
lic officials. Hospitality suites. And tours 
of Chicago on a double-decker bus com- 
plete with band. 


Only one resolution was offered to con- 


vention delegates for a vote. But, sugges- 
tions for problem-solving were wide- 
ranging and could become the basis ot 
league policy In the future. 


DELEGATES WERE expected to ap- 


prove late Sunday a resolution opposing 


a statewide property tax freeze. The res- 
olution would "reaffirm a position \ve 
took last year," league attorney Tom 
Kclty said. 


The resolutions committee tabled a 


proposal seeking municipal power to col- 
lect a graduated Income tax as an al- 
ternative to real estate tax In home-rule 
communities. 


Weekend controversy began in munici- 


pal problems commission when a repre- 
sentative of Hickory Hills criticized a 34 
per cent planned increase in water rates 
by Chicago. The rate hike, which would 
affect Des Flames and other suburbs 
purchasing city water, was opposed be- 
cause Chicago enacted a 25 per cent in- 
crease in 1970. 


Commission members called for "com- 


plete accounting" to "assure us" that in- 
creased fees do not finance construction 
of new water lines to other communities 
and do not pay for Improved lines In Chi- 
cago. 


"Let them show first that they are en- 


t i t l e d to it," State Rep. William 
Bluthardt, R-Schlllcr Park, said. "The 
difference between the suburbs and Chi- 


cago is that all of our people have water 
meters," State Sen. Howard Mohr, 
R-Forest Park, said. 


Chicago Mayor Daley, who is keynote 


speaker at today's general session, was 
not represented at the commission meet- 
Ing. Daley was host at a Friday recep- 
tion for the league's gold-blazered board 
of directors. 


THE COMMISSION called for state 


legislation to: 


• Require donations of land by devel- 


opers for school and public service sites. 
Mohr criticized the proposal. "Elected 
officials are able to handle themselves 
better than a legislator who is mandating 
a man to donate land. In our area, we 
ask them to contribute. This type of leg- 
islation could drive a builder out." 


• Set state standards controlling devel- 


opment In flood plain areas. 


• Allow municipalities to enter con- 


tracts with shopping centers for control 
of parking. 


• Increase the maximum corporate 


tax levy from 25 to 40 cents if other taxes 
are eliminated. The proposal would con- 
solidate multiple taxes — fire, library, 


corporate — and simplify collection and 
bookkeeping. 


As a mayor and state senator, Mohr 


said he faces a "two-way street" in con- 
sidering the proposals. "The job of the 
municipal official is to get all you can. 
Everybody is looking for the next guy to 
take over his obligations. But, many of 
these ideas are local, not legislature 
problems." 


LEAGUE directors opened discussion 


of another problem — money — at their 
quarterly meeting Friday. A special 
committee to study league goals offered 
a list of 11 recommendations that Includ- 
ed a proposal for a dues Increase to fi- 
nance expanded research activities. 


M a y o r Jack Walsh of Arlington 


Heights said the proposed bike "is not 
implicit." Arlington Heights paid about 
$1,100 this year, based on population, for 
membership in the league. 


"I'm not surprised about the proposed 


hike," Des Plalnes Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rel said. "It's not unreasonable to say 
that if you want increased services, it 
will cost more." Des Plalnes paid $1,206 
for league membership in 1973. 


Behrel, president of the league in 1965- 


1966, bounded from meeting to meeting 
throughout the sessions. The Des Plaines 
mayor headed a Saturday revenue-shar- 
ing panel, delivered the opening prayer 
at Sunday's breakfast and will sit with 
state legislators today on a panel that 
will probe revenue reform, tax freezes, 
home rule and mass transportation. 


OTHER NORTHWEST suburban con- 


ference participants included former Elk 
Grove mayor Jack Pahl, representing 
the Northeastern Illinois Plan Commis- 
sion, on a "regionalism" panel; Des 
Plalnes City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach, on 
an election code panel; Des Plaines 
Comptroller Duane BUetz, who presided 
at the finance officers meeting, and 
Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Robert Ep- 
pley, who led the National Anthem at 
Sunday's general session. 


Rohrbach and Norman Samelson, an 


attorney from Des Plaines, were named 
to the league's election code committee. 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Hamer 


was named to a five-member special 
committee to draft a model pornography 
control ordinance.

Ryan, Theroux, Yonkers 
top committeeman list

James T. Ryan, Marshall Theroux and 


Frend Yonkers, all veteran members of 
the Wheeling Township Republican Or- 
ganization, are among the most likely 
candidates for township committeeman 
in the wake of Richard A. Cowen's deci- 
sion not to seek reelection to that post 
next spring. 


Ryan, an Arlington Heights trustee, is 


currently general counsel for the town- 
ship Republican organization. 


A former deputy committeeman, Ryan 


bowed out of a four-way race for the Re- 
publican nomination to the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1971, despite the fact 
that he was the township's majority can- 
didate at the time. 


THEROUX, WHEELING Township as- 


sessor since 1970, backed off an early bid 
for the party's nomination to the General 
Assembly from the 3rd Legislative Dis- 
trict two years ago. He too is a former 
deputy committeeman. 


Frend Yonkers has been Cowen's as- 


sistant in the organization for several 
years, a post that could spring him into 
the office of committeeman. 


All three potential candidates are from 


Arlington Heights. 


Hopefuls may file for the influential of- 


fice of Republican committeeman during 
the week of Dec. 10-17. 


The actual election by township Re- 


publican precinct captains and executive 
committee members will be held March 
19,1974. 


Cowen said Friday no one yet had de- 


clared himself a candidate for the office, 
but he predicted there would be several 
candidates coming forward In the weeks 
ahead. 


CANDIDATES ARE screened by the 


executive committee which then makes 
an endorsement prior to the voting by 
the entire organization. 


The Republican committeeman directs 


GOP political activity throughout the 
township and is a key figure in the par- 
ty's political slatemaking. The com- 
mitteeman also sits on the Cook County 
Republican Committee. 


Cowen held the Wheeling Township 


post for almost six years. In announcing 
that he would not seek reelection to a 
new three-year term, he said he pre- 
sently has no timetable or plan to run for 
any other office. 


He indicated he would be interested In 


running for Congress if and when a va- 
cancy occurred in the 12th District. But 
he stressed that he would not oppose in- 
cumbent U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th.

don't think they would have any problem with another trans- 
fer. 


Many large companies use Chicago as a training ground for 


young executives who manage to find their way to the North- 
west suburbs because they don't want to live in the city. 


Real estate agencies In the area arc geared to helping 


transferees and have special services for those coming In 
from out of state. 


"The transferee Is a different sort of person. The wife Is 


frequently unset and we try to make the move easier for 
her," said Diane Kowalskl of Gladstone Realtors. Sometimes 
this involves picking the family up at the airport, making 
hotel arrangements, driving (hem around the area for a few 
days to give them a feel of '"hat to expect before even show- 
Ing them a house, she said. 


WHILE MOST transferees don't know how long they will be 


in one place they go ahead and buy a house. One reason Is the 
unavailability of rental homes In the area and the other is 
appreciation. 


"The house will grow with Ihe market We are just going to 


ride the market and we won't suffer If we have to move 
again," said Tranavltch. 


The two main concerns of transfer families in looking for a 


house ore Ihe availability of public transportation and good 
schools, said Miss Kowalskl. 


Transferees express concern about their children's educa- 


tion but most feel geographic mobility has not been detrimen- 
tal to the child's performance in school. 


"So far we've been to places where there have been good 


schools and there hasn't been any problem," said Mrs Marc 
LeWand of Palatine, a veteran of more moves than she can 
remember. 


STUDENT TURNOVER in school districts In the area aver- 


ages about 10 per cent annually. The effects of being trans- 
ferred from one school to another vary with each child, ac- 
cording to educators. 


"If they are going from one good school to another good 


school, I don't think it makes much difference," said John 
Barger, assistant superintendent of Wheeling Dist. 21. 


"The (educational) effects of transferring are less when the 


children are young," said Joanne Newman, division director 
of curriculum implementation In Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dist. 15. She explained that when the children are just start- 
ing school they identify with their teacher but as they get 
older they tend to identify more with their peer group. Suc- 
cess in school often becomes secondary with the older chil- 
dren who feel they have to make it with their peers first. 


The turnover rate In most school districts is too high to 


have a formal program to orient new students. However, 
teachers and principals are usually made aware of children 
who are new to the district so they can help acclimate them. 
Records of the student's performance in other school districts 
are also made available to teachers. 


ANOTHER FACTOR affecting how well children adjust to a 


new school is their parent's attitude about their new commu- 
nity. 


"If the parents were resistant to change, the students will 


probably not be too happy with the change," said James 
Retzlaff, acting superintendent of River Trails Dist. 26. "If 
the parents are positive about a move to a new situation, the 
children will be. Once a child has been In a school for several 
days, that Is the school he wants to be in. He doesn't care to 
be any other place." 


Most parents who are transferred frequently try to Involve 


their chldren in the move. The children help In the packing, 
frequently accompany their parents to the new area to look 
for a house and are usually informed about the place they 
will be living before the move is actually made. 


TRANSFER FAMILIES usually find the moves draw the 


family closer together. 


"You depend more on each other because you have no one 


else to turn to at first," said Mrs. Mullln. 


Veterans of the moving game list "good attitude" as a 


definite asset in easing the family's ability to adjust to a new 
community. They also suggest children be involved in the 
moves, some personal belongings of each family member be 
kept, as much be learned about the new community before 
the move as possible and each family member be encouraged 
to get out and make new friends right away.

Saying good-bye to J.R.R. Tolkien 


Any cynic who has never read 


"The Lord of the Rings" trilogy by 
J.R.R. Tolkien can really under- 
stand the sense of loss the fans of 
the Oxford professor of Middle 
English felt when they heard of his 
death last week. 


For Tolkien, through his superb 


use of language and imagination, 
had created a wondcrous world 
called Middle Earth and endearing 
little people called Hobbits. 


The trilogy focuses on the heroic 


quest of one hobbit named Frodo 
Baggins to dispose of the Ring of 
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Power, a mystic ring that held all 
power in the world but corrupted 
those who used it. 


Tolkien was embarrassed by the 


cult his fans built around his work 
and protested that his tales had no 
deep allegorical meaning. Instead, 
he said they were designed to offer 
"a catch to the breath, a beat and 
lifting of the heart." 


To that end, in his honor, we of- 


fer this passage, the climactic mo- 
ment of the third book of the trilo- 
gy — just after the ring, held by 
Goilum, a miserable creature who 
is obsessed by it, falls into the fires 
of Mount Doom and is destroyed: 


"A brief vision he had of swirling 


cloud, and in the midst of it towers 
and battlements, tall as hills, 
founded upon a mighty mountain- 
throne above immeasurable pits; 
great courts and dungeons, eyeless 
prisons sheer as cliffs, and gaping 
gates of steel and adamant; and 
then oil passed. Towers fell and 
mountains slid; walls crumbled 
and melted, crashing down; vast 
spires of smoke and spouting 
steams went billowing up, up until 
they toppled like an overwhelming 
wave, and its wild crest curled and 
came foaming down upon the land.

Despite the fact that the North- 


west suburbs can realistically only 
c o u n t on one member, that 
shouldn't discourage other persons 
interested in serving on the board 
from volunteering. 


Michael Bakalis, the 
current 


State Superintendent of Education 
who will be the state's last elected 
superintendent, has suggested a 
blue-ribbon search committee. 


More to the point, however, is 


the need for potential candidates to 
make themselves known to Gov. 
Daniel Walker's office. Walker will 
make the final choice as to which 
persons will serve on the board. 


John Haas deserves to be on the 


Illinois Board of Education — and 
there are other good candidates 
available from our area. And it's 
still not too late to volunteer to 
serve. 


Sometimes there are answers to world 


problems which are so close, so imme- 
diate and so painfully true that we 
choose not — or dare not — consider 
them as workable solutions. 


Take, for example, the gasoline short- 


age which has plagued this country off 
and on during the summer. It never 
seemed to hit us hard in the Northwest 
suburbs, although there were stations 
closed at the usual peak hours and there 
were, at times, more cars than there 
should have been in lines at gas stations. 


We are told this was part of a wider, 


national problem. Denver's been one of 
the hardest hit cities this year, with 
motorists running out of gas wen sta- 
tions are not open. We are told, too, that 
the pattern will continue and grow worse. 


If this gasoline shortage is merely a 


conspiracy of gasoline distributors, then 
my "solution" has little validity. But if 
there is a true shortage, then the follow- 
ing is suggested: 


Ban the use of gas-wasting big cars in 


the United States in everyday driving. 
Ban the big Cadillacs, Lincolns, Chevies, 
Olds and Pontiacs which get only 10 to 15 
miles per gallon (If that). 


Exceptions could be made for families 


that use the large cars for legitimate 
purposes, such as vacations. And per- 
haps a ban is too strict of an idea; per- 
haps charging an added tax of 50 cents 
per gallon for prenilum gasoline would 
serve the same purpose. 


With the banning of gas hogs, effective 


mass transportation would be forced 
upon us as a reality. For those who chose 
to remain with automobiles, Detroit 
would be forced to shift drastically to- 
wards the production of meaningfully-ef- 
ficient small cars. 


It is, Indeed, a severe and Jolting rec- 


ommendation for anyone who's spent the 
better years of a life in large, comfort- 
able plus American cars. The seductive 
lure of the comfort of the big suburban 
sedan or the expansive station wagon 
makes one deplore any alternative. 


The scheme of banning large cars, too,

to be sacrificed somehow hi order to 
ensure in the future that auto trans- 
portation in some form Is still available 
to us. Indeed, the gasoline shortage 
(again, if it's real) has cost us a bit of 
our sacred mobility to drive anywhere at 
anytime around the United States. 


The spectre of smaller cars getting 


twice the mileage of larger cars is such 
an obvious indication that the answer lies 


right before us. We can choose to remain 
in our stubborn womb-like comfort or we 
can begin to make sacrifices that will

assure of the future availability of the 
resources we take for granted today. 


Nobody's hoping for the day when 


gasoline stations, every single one of 
them, along Golf Road, Northwest High- 
way or Dundee Road are locked and 
shattered.

consider a comprehensive mass transit 
scheme which would blanket the North- 
west suburbs with easily-available trans- 
portation, we've got to look for radical 
solutions, not for tomorrow, but for per- 
haps a few years off.

WASHINGTON — The noise you don't 


hear Is the energy crisis colliding with 
the environmentalist movement. 


The White House energy chief, John 


Love, drops a hint that he thinks the 
fledgling 
environmentalist 
movement 


"might reverse itself" unless environ- 
mentalists take a practical approach to 
the energy crisis. 


Environmentalists cannot expect sup- 


port if a hard-headed approach to the 
energy crisis produces a scarcity of 
home heating oil or a gas shortage be- 
gins to leave motorists stranded on high- 
ways, Love says. 


The corporate Interests take a much 


tougher stand and have begun to whip- 
saw environmentalist converts with ques- 
tions like: "If you can't keep your house 
as warm as you wish this winter because 
of a fuel shortage, shouldn't you support 
the drive to tap the Alaskan oil fields?" 


Or the corporations ask: "If the United 


States needs more fuel, shouldn't clean 
air restrictions be revised even if it 
means allowing the burning of cheap, 
air-polluting coal?" 


For the nation's 100 million car own- 


ers, the argument is simplified even 
more — if you want to drive, you must 
have gasoline, and to produce gasoline 
industry needs oil. 


If the environmentalists accept argu- 


ments like these, they find it hard, If not 
impossible, to attack proposals such as 
the recent one by the Interior Depart- 
ment to open three western states — Col- 
orado, Utah, and Wyoming — for oil 
shale mining. 


By the department's own admission, 


extracting the oil shale will create major 
environmental problems, including des- 
poiling the land and polluting the water 


In the mining regions. 


What is the environmentalist to do? 


Many of them see the energy crisis as a 
contrived situation directed by the oil In- 
dustry. 


There is a gas and oil shortage be- 


cause the industry wants a shortage, this 
argument goes. Industry deliberately en- 
couraged demand to soar over produc- 
tion in order to bring pressure on the 
government to win higher prices and the 
right to exploit the Alaska oil supply, 
those adhering to this line say. 


Other observers say the environmen- 


talists have not been able to prove their 
arguments. 


The energy crisis could become a 


very real problem in the lives of ordina- 
ry citizens who now give Impetus to the 
environmentalist movement. 


How the environmentalists handle their 


confrontation with the energy crisis may 
determine whether or not the movement 
can become a permanent force in in- 
fluencing the course of American events.

NEW YORK - Franco has the fastest 


growing economy In Europe at present 
and the French government wants to cap 
that by making Paris the most Important 
commercial and cultural city in the 
world. 


President Georges Pompidou commis- 


sioned a team of planners led by Prof. 
Hasan Oibckham and Prof. Howard 
Perlmuttcr, both of the University of 
Pennsylvania's Wharton School, to study 
a project for the future of the City of 
Lights. After two years of work, the re- 
port has been published. 


As might bo expected, any plan to 


build skyscrapers and express highways 
In greater Paris aroused opposition from 
Parisians who want their city kept as a 
living museum. Playwrights Joan-Paul 
Sartre and Eugene loncscu, some French 
economists and even some American 
businessmen In Paris are appalled at 
any idea of modernizing anything there 
except the telephone service. 


THE WHARTON professors and their 


French colleagues In the study team con- 
cluded that In spite of France's great 
economic progress of the past 20 years 
Paris has been losing ground to London 
as a cultural center as well as in finance 
and commerce. This is a deep blow to 
French pride, because Paris had been 
the artistic capital of Europe for almost 
three centuries. 


The Wharton report says Paris must 


remain a truly multinational city and 
global center of culture and the arts but 
concludes that it can do so only if it be- 
comes an up-to-date business and finan- 
cial center for the whole world, ."a cen- 
ter where the developing countries can 
find all required facilities for accelera- 
ting their development." 


FRENCH BUSINESS already is en- 


gaged in considerable modernization In 
Paris. A 50-story skyscraper Is being fin- 
ished in the Montparnesse district and a 
complex of 30-story office buildings is go-1 
ing up not too far from the Eiffel Tower. 


Across the city, to the east, a group of 


century-old tenements Is toate replaced 
by 1985 by a financial and Business dis- 
trict around the Qual de Bercy. Part of 
this new American-style district already 
is built and a number of prestigious 
firms have moved into it from the center 
of Paris. Rents in the new district are 
much cheaper than those in central 
Paris. 


But these projects have not been 


allowed to go unchallenged. A professor 
at the Conservatoire National des Arts et 
Metiers grumbled that this "servile" 
worship of bigness and "confusion of 
obesity with greatness" were "alarming 
forms of Intellectual infantilism." Others 
moaned that modernizing Paris for the 
sake of business would destroy the spe- 
cial quality of Parisian life.

I would like your opinion on sugar in 


the diet. I read an article that stated 
that anyone who eats ordinary meals 
containing (raits, potatoes and other 
vegetables, cereals, breads, meats, eggs 
and milk is getting ample carbohydrates 
for his needs. ' 


He could go through life confortably 


without using a spoonful of added sweet- 
ening. In fact, this article states some 
nutritional observers think we'd be bet- 
ter off If our sugar supply were to dis- 
appear. 


What Is your opinion? Also, when one 


Is told by Us physician that he has low 
blood sugar, should he add more sugar to 
Us diet or use less. 


It is important to* have a sufficient 


amount of carbohydrates in the diet from 
foods that contain important vitamins 
and minerals. The body doesn't function 
well without carbohydrates. This can 
cause a disturbance In the body chem- 
istry called ketosis. The accumulation of 
ketone bodies in an untreated diabetic 
leads to diabetic coma, a serious medical 
problem. Continued loss of ketones from 
the urine in this condition also depletes 
the body of Important minerals, In- 
cluding calcium, which accelerates or 
aggravates the problem of degeneration 
of the spine and loss of calcium from the 
bones. 


The term carbohydrates includes vege- 


tables, cereals, fruits, as well as the 
sweets, which include sugar, honey, syr- 
ups, jams and'jellies. It is perfectly true 
that a person can get along quite well 
from a health point of view If .they never 
use any sweets at all, and, Instead, got 
all of their carbohydrates from fresh 
fruits, vegetables and cereals. Milk, our 
principal source of calcium, also con- 
tains appreciable amounts of carbohy-. 
drates. 


EARLIEST MAN was more of a. vege- 


tarian and early fossils show grinding- 
like teeth of the vegetarian as seen in 
other primates, as opposed to the canine 


overhanging teeth seen In carnivores. 
Early man was probably both a herbi- 
vore and carnivore. Those living In the 
jungle and tropical regions in places 
where plant food was abundant were 
more apt to be vegetarians. It Is not true 
that early man did without 'carbohy- 
drates. Early cave drawings scow primi- 
tive man obtaining honey from wild bees. 


Sugars or sweets are sometimes very 


useful, particularly if you need to pro- 
vide large amounts of bulk for some 
medical reason. The biggest drawback of 
most of the sugars and sweets is that 
they do not contain any significant 
amounts of vitamins 
and minerals 


(blackstrap molasses though is a good 
source for iron). When true low blood 
sugar is present and is responsible for 
the symptoms, then the diet should be 
one which restricts concentrated sweets, 
specifically sugars and syrups, jellies 
and jams. In most Instances these indi- 
viduals can continue to use vegetables 
and cereals without added sweetners. 


Not all cases of low blood sugar are 


related specifically to the diet. There are 
rare examples In which a tumor of the 
pancreas is the cause. When the tumor is 
removed this usually will solve the prob- 
lem.

It was as K Kersey's entire Senior Par- 


ent's Night throng was stricken with lar- 
yngitis at precisely the same instant. 


The cries of "We're No. 1!" that bil- 


lowed uncontrollably out of the cast 
stands during the final minute of play 
were muffled by tho explosion across the 
field. 


It was late In the fourth quarter and 


although Horsey was forced to give up 
the ball, quarterback Mark Zakula had 
wisely taken too much time in the Husklo 
huddle.

Bucaro unloaded off-target while seven 


precious seconds ticked away. In the en- 
suing huddle, the collected signal-caller 
instructed his favorite receiver Steve Bo- 
bowskl (eight receptions for 158 yards) to 
run a post pattern and get out of bounds 
to stop the clock. 


Hersey countered with its prevent de- 


fense — willing to concede the short 
pass, but nothing long. 


For the eighth time, Bucaro laid a 


strike into Bobowskl's hands, but instead 
of skirting to the sidelines, the dimin- 
utive back chose the open field. 


"We misted two tackles after he 


caught that ball," Hersey head caoch Joe 
Gllwa admitted minutes after watching 
Boltonskl's vlcclrlfjlng 70-yard game- 


breaker deprive his Huskies of what 
would have been a very satisfying victo- 
ry- 


With just 19 seconds left, Bobowski was 


at the bottom of a mob of jubilant team- 
mates and fans in the end zone as St. 
Viator pulled out a heart-throbbing 15-10 
decision. 


"He called the play," Viator coach Jim 


Lyne proudly explained of his 5-foot-ll, 
155-pound quarterback. "He called about 
90 per cent of the plays tonight and it's 
tough to argue with his selection." 


Hersey was forced to swallow the 


shocking opening defeat despite domi- 
nation of the first half that produced a 
10-0 advantage. 


Zakula was on target four of six times 


as engineer of Mersey's vaunted pass of- 
fense during the first half and used the 
airways to set up both scores. 


Kersey's slinging co-captain threaded 


the needle to flashy halfback Jim Spi- 
cuzza — a Milwaukee transfer — for 12 
yards and a first down late in the first 
period and used the same combination 
for a down-and-out pattern that Spicuzza 
broke for a 51-yard gainer to the Lions' 
five. 


A procedure penalty brought the ball 


out to the 10, but Mark Krause ham- 
mered off tackle for eight yards to the 
two and capped the drive by plunging 
over. Dan Damato added the conversion 
and Hersey was in command, 7-0 near 
the end of the first quarter. 


Viator, still unable to move the ball, 


was forced into a turnover by Hersey's 
Tom Vetta who recovered a fumble at 
the Lion 39. Zakula Immediately went to 
work and found split end Jeff Louis free 
for a 21-yard pickup as the quarter end- 
ed. 


The returning all-conference quarter- 


back scrambled for six yards when Via- 


lor blanketed his receivers, but the drive 
stalled at the Lion 14. Damato was sum- 
moned and his field goal from 33 yards 
away split the uprights and vaulted Her- 
sey farther ahead, 10-0 at the half. 


The third quarter was unproductive al- 


though Hersey was deprived from ex- 
tending Its lead by a stout Viator defense 
that wouldn't budge. An illegal use of the 
hands infraction and a fumble cost the 
Huskies scoring opportunities within the 
Viator 25 — the latter recovered by Lion 
Greg Casciaro inside the 10.

Breitbeil touchdoicn sinks Maine North 
Meadows wins in closing seconds

Six minutes and twenty-one seconds

NEWPORT BEACH, Callf.-After 17 


years as a parish priest and college 
chaplain, Rev. David Crump, -IS, left the 
parochial ministry to begin a full-time 
practice as a member of the California 
Association of Marriage and Family 
Counselors. 


In the two years since he left St. 


James' Episcopal Church In Newport 
Beach, his income has already doubled. 


He notes a similarly pronounced differ- 


ence In the counseling atmosphere, now 
that he explains with complete and cour- 
teous candor to each of his 20 or so coun- 
seling clients per week: 


"My fee is $23 an hour — and we'll 


work hard." 


DURING AN interview, Father Crump, 


uho also serves (on retainer) as a coun- 
seling consultant to an industrial firm as 
well as a local college, remarked: 


"What a difference between this rcla-

tlonship and when they used to sit 
around the parish office knowing that 
you had to counsel them. Actually, the 
fee understanding is an important part of 
the needed relationship." 


How did he, while remaining In this 


community, manage the presumably 
delicate transition from fee-less parish 
priest to full-time counselor at near-psy- 
chiatric rates? 


"That's a good question," chuckled the 


handsome and congenial Father Crump. 
"I was actually launched by a local ob- 
stetrician-gynecologist, who not only 
showed me how to set up an office and to 
discuss fees, but ho also made referrals 
who were my first counselees." 


THE FEE MEANS that Father Crump 


can concentrate fully upon his primary 


ministerial preference of counseling, for 
which he has spent years In special 
study, clinical experience and psy- 
chotherapy. (This is fortunate — for ad- 
mission standards to the California Asso- 
ciation of Marriage and Family Coun- 
selors Include requirement of a consid- 
erable amount of supervised work, plus 
masters degree and passing of a rigid 
examination.) 


He need never again be diverted (or 


even to sweat blood over) such attendant 
problems of the parish ministry as war- 
ring womens guilds, the care and feeding 
of organists, choristers, morticians and 
"Laypope" church board 
members; 


diocesan politics (especially being in the 
hands of a bad bishop) or the every 
member canvass. 


The word about this golden Beulah 


land (Isiah 62:4) of untrammeled min- 
isterial specialization 
apparently has 


been widely transmitted (over the na- 
tion's undlsputedly leading wire service: 
tie clergy grapevine). 


When Father Crump was asked how 


many other clergy he knows who are 
now full time in the counseling field, he 
replied: 


"IF IT WERE possible to get the com- 


plete list, you wouldn't believe how 
loaded it would be with clergy." 


Denominational headquarters, however 


arc reluctant to publicize the number (or 
the accomplishments — including profes- 
sional level salaries; of clergy who have 
departed the denomination's principal 


source of revenue: the local parish. 


But the field of counseling, In which 


most clergy have both extensive experi- 
ence as well as some professional train- 
Ing, may well be causing massive defec- 
tions from the ranks of the parochial 
ministry. 


It may even radically transform those 


denominations which are maintaining a 
paid, full-time parochial ministry (in 
contrast to such rapidly growing denomi- 
nations as the Mormons and the Jeho- 
vah's Witnesses, who do not). 


SOME CLERGY, however, are trying 


to have It both ways — by remaining as 
salaried parish clergy while at the same 
time setting up private practices 


Father Crump, who occasionally sub- 


stitutes In officiating at services In near- 
by churches, regards this as "question- 
able." So does Dr. Henry Cassier of the 
Lutheran Council's Dept. of Institutional 
Chaplaincy and Clinical Pastoral Educa- 
tion, who warns: 


• Such part-time counselors, when ac- 


cepting professional scale fees, may open 
themselves — as well as their church 
bodies — to malpractice suits, especially 
•since states are beginning to license 
counselors. 


• Parochial clergy can and should pro- 


vide "pastoral care" — but avoid the In- 
tensive therapy of extended counseling. 
For parishioners may have faith in their 
pastor's counseling program even though 
it may be "so ill-prepared as to be dan- 
gerous to individuals and families."

Recent rise in burglaries 
brings warning from police

Buffalo Grove police arc urging resi- 


dents to take precautions to help stop a 
recent rise in burglaries in the village 


Sgt. Kenneth Blanchcttc said burglar- 


ies have been on the Increase since the 
first of the >car and in particular the last 
several months. Through the month of 
August there were C3 burglaries and at- 
tempted burglaries reported to police. 


Ho said burglaries have Increased dur- 


ing the summer because many residents 
go on vacations and leave their homes 
unattended. 


According to Blanchcttc, the majority

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of burglaries aro committed during the 
day or early evening, not at night, as 
many would suspect. Homes seem to bo 
the favorite target, although apartments 
and businesses are not untouched, he 
said. 


FOR THE MOST part, burglaries hi 


the village arc committed by amateurs, 
although there arc some professional 
jobs, Blanchcttc said. 


Ho said a professional usually watches 


a home for quite some time before ho 
commits a burglary. The professional 
burglar studies the habits of residents of 
a home to establish when tho leave the 
house and when they come homo On the 
other hand, an amateur usually picks a 
home at random ulth little consideration. 
"Very often, an amateur rings the front 
door bell and If no one answers he goes 
around to the back and breaks in," Blan- 
chcttc said. 


Another difference between an ama- 


teur and a professional is that an ama- 
teur very often is not sure what he 
should take and where ho should look 
once he gets in a home. The amateur is 
apt to ransack a home hi search of valu- 
ables, while this Is unlikely to happen 
with a professional, Blanchetto said. 


"The pro knows exactly what he's look- 


Ing for and he goes right to It," he said. 
"Because he knows what he's looking for 
he usually gets out of the house "much 
faster than the amateur." 


BLANCHETTE estimated about $400 


worth of goods and money are taken in 
the average burglary hi Buffalo Grove. 
The most common items taken are jew- 
elry, firearms, televisions, stereo equip- 
ment and small appliances. 


The items stolen arc usually then sold 


to a fence for a fraction of value, he 
sold. "Thejjcan get rid of these items 
real quick and they, usually can't be 
traced," Blanchctte said. 


In the majority of cases, police said 


burglars enter a home by slipping a steel 
card between the door frame and the 
lock on tho door. Other common methods 
used to gain entry are by breaking the 
glass on the door or by breaking widows. 
In a few coses, burglars use pass keys, 
he said. 


In some cases, however, entry to the 


home is gained because residents do not 
take proper security precautions, such as 
locking doors or windows. Blanchette 
sold, while these steps will not halt bur-

The vlllngo board tonight will reconsid- 


er a request by the Phoenix Construc- 
tion Co. for a zoning change to allow 
multi-family housing on four tracts, 
three fronting the Buffalo Grove Golf 
Course. 


Two weeks ago the board rejected the 


proposed development, primarily be- 
cause several trustees felt the density 
and heights of some of the buildings in 
the project were loo high. 


However, through the urging of Village 


Pros. Gary Armstrong, Phoenix has 
agreed to submit a somewhat revised 
plan to the board. Following a special 
closed-door session last week, the board 
voted to reconsider the proposal. 


Armstrong has said ho is in favor of 


granting the zoning change if the village 
Is given the chance to purchase the golf 
course. The owners of the golf course 
have said they will give the village the 
opportunity to purchase it only if the zon- 
ing is changed. 


If the zoning is changed, Phoenix plans 


to purchase the property and build con- 
dominiums, townhouses and apartments. 


THE PROJECT which was rejected 


called for 913 units on three parcels 
fronting tho golf course and 240 units on 
a tract north of Rtc. 83. In order for the 
development to bo built, as proposed, 
zoning changes on two of the golf course 
pieces and the northern piece would be 
needed. 


Armstrong said Phoenix has agreed to 


reduce the density and the heights of 
some of the buildings in tho project. 
"There Is no significant change In what 
they're (Phoenix) proposing. Let's fact 
it, they're not going to come and propose 
single-family homes," ho said. 


Phoenix has maintained the cost of the 


property is too expensive to make single- 
family homes financially feasible. 


The meeting will begin tonight at 8 


p m. in the village hall, 50 Raupp Blvd.

The nomads of America 


Whether it's Omaha or Schaumburg-it's home

The moving van has hardly pulled out of the drive at her 


new home before Marilyn Mullin hops In her car and heads 
out to discover what she can about the community. 


Give her a week and she will know ever)one on her block. 
Within a month she will have found a part-time job, volun- 


teered to be an assistant Brownie leader, enrolled In a ceram- 
ics class and joined a few neighborhood social clubs. 


She also will be knocking on the doors of new neighbors for 


tho Grcctcrs Club and welcoming them to Schaumburg as if 
she had lived there all her life Instead of just since March. 


GIVE HEIt another month and she may be gone. 
Mrs. Mullin Is the wife of an executive nomad and hop- 


scotching fiom one place to another is a way of life for her. 


She calls Schaumburg home but then she has also called 


Salem, Ark., Kansas City and Joplln, Mo., Overland Park, 
Kan. and Omaha, Neb, home. Within the last 11 years the 
family has made seven moves In five states. 


"I have never felt not at home anywhere we were," said 


Mrs. Mullin. "I have really enjoyed every move " Included in 
the list is one transfer where there was only one week's 
notice and she was eight months pregnant. 
• 


While Mrs. Mullin had only moved once before she was 


married, her husband, John, is a veteran. The son of a sales- 
man, he had lived hi 19 different places by the time he was 
19. 


TRANSFERRING isn't all that easy and enjoyable for oth- 


er families. Nearly 40 million families move annually and it 
is estimated 2 5 million of them are the result of a corporate 
transfer. 


While the executive nomad Is taken under the wings of 


other executives and is kept busy Integrating himself into a 
new job, the wife and children are left at home In a strange 
community to fend for themselves. 


The wife is usually left to carry out the physical aspects of 


the move — unpacking, having phones installed, picking up 
license plates, registering the children in school and other 
time consuming but necessary items. In between the busy 
work she Is expected to get out and make new social contacts. 


"YOU HAVE TO be aggressive. If you don't get out you 


probably won't be very happy," said Jan Dixon of Schaum- 
burg, a veteran of eight transfers. 


"The children are a tremendous help in meeting people. 


The kids find themselves beautifully," said Mrs. Dixon, a 
mother of two. "Before you know It the, kids have made 
friends and you can contact the parents and Introduce your- 
self." 


"You gain experience from one place to another In making 


contacts and it gets easier," said MrsT Dixon. 


The William Trenavtych family's fears of being able to 


make new friends hi Buffalo Grove never materialized. The 
family was transferred to the area a year ago after having 
lived in New Jersey all their life. 


"Buffalo Grove Is quite a melting pot and many people we 


meet are transferees," said Tranavitch. "Actually you are 
able to get closer to your neighbors because you have some- 
thing hi common with them." 


WITH THE FIRST move out of the way, the Tranavitchs

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2,800 pack Municipal League parley, talk problems

Revenue sharing. Flooding. Taxing. 


And, water pricing. 


The problems of local governments 


gushed to the discussion floor this week- 
end In Chicago during the 60th annual 
convention of the Illinois Municipal 
League. More than 2,800 mayors, city 
clerks and managers were registered at 
the Conrad Hilton for the convention, 
which ends today. 


The conference offered something for 


everyone. Big-name speakers Including 
Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker, Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and Los Angeles 
Mayor Thomas Bradley. Serious dis- 
cussion. Seminars ranging from munici- 
pal problem-solving to the Image of pub- 
lic officials. Hospitality suites. And tours 
of Chicago on a double-decker bus com- 
plete with band. 


Only one resolution was offered to con- 


vention delegates for a vote. But, sugges- 
tions for problem-solving were wide- 
ranging and could become the basis of 
league policy in the future. 


DELEGATES WERE expected to ap- 


prove late Sunday a resolution opposing 


a statewide property tax freeze. The res- 
olution would "reaffirm a position we 
took last year," league attorney Tom 
Kelly said. 


The resolutions committee tabled a 


proposal seeking municipal power to col- 
lect a graduated Income tax as an al- 
ternative to real estate tax in home-rule 
communities. 


Weekend controversy began in munici- 


pal problems commission when a repre- 
sentative of Hickory Hills criticized a 34 
per cent planned increase in water rates 
by Chicago. The rate hike, which would 
affect Des Plalnes and other suburbs 
purchasing city water, was opposed be- 
cause Chicago enacted a 25 per cent In- 
crease in 1970. 


Commission members called for "com- 


plete accounting" to "assure us" that in- 
creased fees do not finance construction 
of new water lines to other communities 
and do not pay for Improved lines In Chi- 
cago. 


"Let them show first that they are en- 


t i t l e d to it," State Rep. William 
Bluthordt, R-Schlller Park, said. "The 
difference between the suburbs and Chi- 


cago is that all of our people have water 
meters,"- State Sen. Howard Mohr, 
R-Forest Park, said. 


Chicago Mayor Daley, who is keynote 


speaker at today's general session, was 
not represented at the commission meet- 
Ing. Daley was host at a Friday recep- 
tion for the league's gold-blazered board 
of directors. 


THE COMMISSION called for state 


legislation to: 


• Require donations of land by devel- 


opers for school and public service sites. 
Mohr criticized the proposal. "Elected 
officials are able to handle themselves 
better than a legislator who is mandating 
a man to donate land. In our area, we 
ask them to contribute. This type of leg- 
islation could drive a builder out." 


• Set state standards controlling devel- 


opment in flood plain areas. 


• Allow municipalities to enter con- 


tracts with shopping centers for control 
of parking. 


• Increase the maximum corporate 


tax levy from 25 to 40 cents If other taxes 
are eliminated. The proposal would con- 
solidate multiple taxes — fire, library, 


corporate — and simplify collection and 
bookkeeping. 


As a mayor and state senator, Mohr 


said he faces a "two-way street" In con- 
sidering the proposals. "The job of the 
municipal official is to get all you can. 
Everybody is looking for the next guy to 
take over his obligations. But, many of 
these ideas are local, not legislature 
problems." 


LEAGUE directors opened discussion 


of another problem — money — at their 
quarterly meeting Friday. A special 
committee to study league goals offered 
a list of 11 recommendations that includ- 
ed a proposal for a dues increase to fi- 
nance expanded research activities. 


M a y o r Jack Walsh of Arlington 


Heights said the proposed bike "is not 
implicit." Arlington Heights paid about 
$1,100 this year, based on population, for 
membership in the league. 


"I'm not surprised about the proposed 


hike," Des Plalnes Mayor Herbert Ben- 
rel said. "It's not unreasonable to say 
that If you want increased services, it 
will cost more." Des Plalnes paid $1,206 
for league membership In 1973. 


Behrel, president of the league in 1965- 


1966, bounded from meeting to meeting 
throughout the sessions. The Des Plaines 
mayor headed a Saturday revenue-shar- 
ing panel, delivered the opening prayer 
at Sunday's breakfast and will sit with 
state legislators today on a panel that 
will probe revenue reform, tax freezes, 
home rule and mass transportation.

ference participants included former Elk

A report on the cause of tho mid-air

Investigators from the NTSB and the 


Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) 
continued through the weekend to probe 
tho wreckage of the crash which killed 
Gary Kayscr, 17. 


FAA spokesmen said Kayscr hod 


apparently been practicing take-offs and 
landings when his Cessna ISO collided 
with a Cessna 172, piloted by William Ja- 
cobson of Madison, WIs. Tho crash oc- 
curred shortly before 5:30 p.m. near the 


Intersection of Wheeling and Palatine 
roads in Wheeling. 


Jacobson managed to land, his crippled 


plane at tho airport with none of his pas- 
sengers injured. 


George Green, superintendent of tho 


NTSB Chicago District office, said In- 
vestigators have begun Interviewing the 
passengers in the Jacobson plane, wit- 
nesses to the accident, and the Pal- 
waukco tower controller. An autopsy was 
also scheduled to be performed on Kay- 
m during the weekend. 


Following the Investigation all findings 


will be sent to Washington, D.C. where a 
five-man NTSB committee will study 
them and Issuo a probable cause.

glarics altogether, they will help some- 
what. Another precaution that will help 
reduce burglaries is If residents vary 
their dally routines, thus making it diffi- 
cult for a burglar lo establish the times 
when residents will not be home, he said. 


IT ALSO IS suggested that residents 


keep their house key and car keys on 
separate chains. That way, if tho car 
keys arc lost or given to a parking ga- 
r.igo attendant, the house key will stay In 
tha hands of the resident. 


Blanchcttc also suggests residents with 


glass patio doors attach another lock, 
other than the one that comes on the 
door. He said this Is because most locks 
on thnt type of door arc inadequate. 


It Is suggested that residents moving 


into new apartments change the locks on 
doors In cue keys for the old locks were 
<ll*l rUnited to other persons by the for- 
mer tenants. 


Residents going on vacation arc urged 


to contact the police prior to their depar- 
ture and ask for a house watch while 
they are gone. If the request is made, 
police will periodically check the home to 
assure everything Is all right, police 
said. He added that most residents whose 
homes have been burglarized did not ask 
fur a home watch. 


OTIIEIt TIPS for vacationers while 


they arc away. Include making arrange- 
ments for someone to mow the lawn and 
pick up the mall, stopping milk and 
newspaper deliveries and keeping the 
drapes open. 


Residents arc also urged to keep a list 


of'valuables along ullh the serial num- 
bers on the Items. That way, the police 
cnn trace the items If stolen. 


Kits for engraving the social security 


or driver's licence numbers on valuables, 
so they can be Identified, arc available 
through the police department at no cost, 
Blanchctto said. 


Although police have some leads on 


many of the burglaries, they have not 
been successful in solving many of them, 
he said. With the cooperation of village 
residents, however, police could solve 
and prevent many of them, he added. 


IN MANY CASES, police said residents 


sco strange persons loitering around a 
home and do not call police. Very often a 
burglary Is discovered shortly thereafter, 
he said. 


"Our intention is to get residents a 


little more conscious of what's going on 
around them," he said. "If they see 
something strange going on they should 
not hesitate to call the police." Police 
said residents should also take down de- 
scriptions of strange persons or vehicles 
loitering In an area.

don't think they would have any problem with another trans- 
fer. 


Many large companies use Chicago as a training ground for 


young'executives who manage to find their way to the North- 
west suburbs because they don't want to live In the city. 


Real estate agencies in the area arc geared to helping 


transferees and have special services for those coming in 
from out of state. 


"The transferee is a different sort of person. The wife Is 


frequently unset and we try to make the move easier for 
her," sold Diane Kowalnki of Gladstone Realtors. Sometimes 
this Involves picking the family up at the airport, making 
hotel arrangements, driving them around the area for a few 
days to give them a feel of what to expect before even show- 
ing them a house, she said. 


WHILE MOST transferees don't know how long they will be 


In one place they go ahead and buy a house. One reason la the 
unavailability of rental homes In the area and the other is 
appreciation. 


"The house will grow with tho market. We are just going to 


rldo the market and we won't suffer if we have to move 
again," sold Tranavltch. 


The two main concerns of transfer families in looking for a 


house are the availability of public transportation and good 
schools, said Miss Kowalskl. 


Transferees express concern about their children's educa- 


tion but most feel geographic mobility has not been detrimen- 
tal to the child's performance In school. 


"So far we've been to places where there have been good 


schools and there hasn't been any problem," said Mrs. Marc 
LeWand of Palatine, a veteran of more moves than she can 
remember. 


STUDENT TURNOVER In school districts in the area aver- 


ages about 10 per cent annually. The effects of being trans- 
ferred from one school to another vary with each child, ac- 
cording to educators. 


"If they are going from one good school to another good 


school, I don't think it makes much difference," said John 
Barger, assistant superintendent of Wheeling Dlst. 21. 


"The (educational) effects of transferring are less when the 


children are young," said Joanne Newman, division director 
of curriculum implementation in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dist. 15. She explained that when the children are just start- 
ing school they Identify with their teacher but as they get 
older they tend to identify more with their peer group. Suc- 
cess In school often becomes secondary with the older chil- 
dren who feel they have to-make it with their peers first. 


The turnover rate in most school districts Is too high to 


have a formal program to orient new students. However, 
teachers and principals are usually made aware of children 
who are new to the district so they can help acclimate them. 
Records of the student's performance In other school districts 
are also made available to teachers. 


ANOTHER FACTOR affecting how well children adjust to a 


new school is their parent's attitude about their new commu- 
nity. 


"If the parents were resistant to change, the students will 


probably not be too happy with the change," said James 
Retzlaff, acting superintendent of River Trails Dlst. 26. "If 
the parents are positive about a move to a new situation, the 
children will be. Once a child has been In a school for several 
days, that is the school he wants to be in. He doesn't care to 
be any other place." 


Most parents who are transferred frequently try to involve 


their children In the move. The children help In the packing, 
frequently accompany their parents to the new area to look 
for a house and are usually informed about the place they 
will be living before the move is actually made. 


TRANSFER FAMILIES usually find the moves draw the 


family closer together. 


"You depend more on each other because you have no one 


else to turn to at first," said Mrs. Mullin. 


Veterans of the moving game list "good attitude" as a 


definite asset In easing the family's ability to adjust to a new 
community. They also suggest children be Involved In the 
moves, some personal belongings of each family member be 
kept, as much be learned about the new community before 
the move as possible and each family member be encouraged 
to get out and make new friends right away.

Attempt to relocate parking garage fails; quick approval expected

Veteran DCS Plaines aldermen have 


apparently defeated an attempt to relo- 
cate the planned Ellimvood parking go- 
rage and, In so doing, probably guaran- 
teed quick action on the proposal. 


A well-planned effort to change the lo- 


cation of the proposed garage, which will 
bo built across the street from the 
planned Supcrblock structure, was pre- 
sented last week by Aldermen George 
Olen (2nd) and Richard Word (8th). 


The pair proposed that the garage bo 


built on Pork Place, on the north side of 
the downtown commercial area. Olen ar- 
gued that the garage could be built more 
economically there and that additional 
parking could be located near Pearson 
and Prairie Streets. 


WARD CONTENDED that the garage 


splitting the downtown area would bo an 
aesthetic eyesore and become a "con- 
crete wall dividing tho city." 


Tho discussion was prompted by a pro- 


posal to order a $12,000 study from the 
H.W. Lochncr Co. aimed at preparing 
costs and design details for th; garage. 


Aid. Joseph Szabo (1st) had recom- 


mended tho city authorize the report at 
tho last city council meeting, but Olen 
asked that tho motion bo deferred so the 
project could be studied further. 


Ward and Olcn's arguments wcro 


countered by representatives of tho rede- 
velopment effort, local merchants and 
other aldermen. 


JAMES PAROUBECK, president of the 


DCS Plaines Redevelopment Association, 
aald a garage on the north side of town 


would not be sufficient for the Super- 
block project and might eliminate a po- 
tential site for another new building. 


"If you put tho garage on Pork Place, 


I think we might loso Superblock," he 
said. 


The city approved the present site In 


1071. It Is estimated the garage will cost 
about $1.7 million and will be financed 
through revenue bonds, paid off through 
parking fees and leases. 


Paroubcck's remarks were echoed by 


Ernie Fifties and Louis Cappazoll, who 
represent tho area chamber of com- 
merce.

City tightening policy 
on building permits

necessary permits before city build- 
ing permits will be Issued.

Tho movo will require builders of 


all residential complexes of 15 units 
or more to present an approved per- 
mit from tho Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency, In addition to oth- 
er required permits. 


The now city rules were recom- 


mended lost week by Aid. Thomas 
Koplos (1st) after The Herald dis- 
closed that only two of 25 structures 
in the city which required EPA ap- 
proval hod obtained the permit. 


Koplos said the action would help 


bring all buildings In Des Plaines In 
compliance with all state and federal 
regulations. 


ALL OF THE buildings, which 


apparently wcro in violation of tho 
EPA regulations, have been noted. A 
commercial building on Algonquin 
Road, which is being built by Koplos, 
was among those without the EPA 
permit.

Koplos said 
his facility will comply with all state 
and local regulations. 


City officials noted last week that 


it was difficult to obtain permit ap- 
plications from the EPA and that re- 
view of the requests frequently took 
00 days to complete. 


Aid. Alan Abrans (8th) sold that 


some problems have developed In 
implementing all phases of the 
state's environmental laws and that 
such problems are not uncommon 
when major, new regulations are put 
into effect. 


IN AN APPARENT response to a 


complaint from former mayoral can- 
didate Burton Kosmen, Koplos asked 
city public works and engineering 
staffs to examine the storm and sani- 
tary sewer system in the River 
Road-Mill Street neighborhood.

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2,800 pack Municipal League parley, talk problems

Revenue sharing. Flooding. Taxing. 


And, water pricing. 


The problems of local governments 


gushed to the discussion floor this week- 
end In Chicago during tho 60th annual 
convention of the Illinois Municipal 
League. More than 2,800 mayors, city 
clerks and managers were registered at 
the Conrad Hilton for the convention, 
which ends today. 


The conference offered something for 


everyone. Big-name speakers including 
Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker, Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and Los Angeles 
Mayor Thomas Bradley. Serious dis- 
cussion. Seminars ranging from munici- 
pal problem-solving to the image of pub- 
lic officials. Hospitality suites. And tours 
of Chicago on a double-decker bus com- 
plete with band. 


Only one resolution was offered to con- 


vention delegates for a vote. But, sugges- 
tions for problem-solving were wide- 
ranging and could become the basis of 
league policy In the future. 


DELEGATES WERE expected to ap- 


prove late Sunday a resolution opposing 


a statewide property tax freeze. The res* 
olutlon would "reaffirm a position we 
took last'year," league attorney Tom 
Keltysald. 


The resolutions committee tabled -a 


proposal seeking municipal power to col- 
lect a graduated income tax as an al- 
ternative to real estate tax in home-rule 
communities. 


Weekend controversy began in munici- 


pal problems commission when a repre- 
sentative of HlckoryHills criticized a 34 
per cent planned Increase in water rates 
by Chicago. The rate hike, which would 
affect Des Plaines and other suburbs 
purchasing city water, was opposed be- 
cause Chicago enacted a 25 per cent in- 
crease In 1970. 


Commission members called for "com- 


plete accounting" to "assure us" that In- 
creased fees do not finance construction 
of new water lines to other communities 
and do not pay for improved lines in Chi- 
cago. 


"Let them snow first that they are en- 


t i t l e d to it," State Rep. William 
Bluthardt, R-SchlUer Park, said. "The 
difference between the suburbs and Chi- 


cago is that all of our people have water 
meters," State Sen. Howard Mohr, 
R-Forest Park, said. 


Chicago Mayor Daley, who is keynote 


speaker at today's general session, was 
not represented at the commission meet- 
ing. Daley was host at a Friday recep- 
tion for the league's gold-blazercd board 
of directors. 


THE COMMISSION called for state 


legislation to: 


• Require donations of land by devel- 


opers for school and public service sites. 
Mohr criticized the proposal. "Elected 
officials are able to handle themselves 
better than a legislator who is mandating 
a man to donate land. In our area, we 
ask them to contribute. This type of leg- 
islation could drive a builder out." 


• Set state standards controlling devel- 


opment in flood plain areas. 


• Allow municipalities to enter con-, 


tracts with shopping centers for control 
of parking. 
• Increase the maximum corporate 


tax levy from 25 to 40 cents If other taxes 
aro eliminated. The proposal would con-. 
solldate multiple taxes — fire, library, 


corporate — and simplify collection and 
bookkeeping. 


As a mayor and state senator, Mohr 


said he faces a "two-way street" In con- 
sidering the proposals. "The job of the 
municipal official is to get all you can. 
Everybody is looking for the next guy to 
take over his obligations. But, many of 
these ideas are local, not legislature 
problems." 


LEAGUE directors opened discussion 


of another problem — money — at their 
quarterly meeting Friday. A special 
committee to study league goals offered 
a list of 11 recommendations that Includ- 
ed a proposal for a dues Increase to fi- 
nance expanded research activities. 


M a y o r Jack Walsh of Arlington 


Heights said the proposed bike "is not 
implicit." Arlington Heights paid about 
$1,100 this year, based on population, for 
membership in the league. 


"I'm not surprised about the proposed 


hike," Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rel said. "It's not unreasonable to say 
that if you want increased services, it 
will cost more." Des Plaines paid $1,206 
for league membership in 1973. 


Behrel, president of the league in 1965- 


1966, bounded from meeting to meeting 
throughout the sessions. The Des Plaines 
mayor headed a Saturday revenue-shar- 
ing panel, delivered the opening prayer 
at Sunday's breakfast and will sit with 
state legislators today on a panel that 
will probe revenue reform, tax freezes, 
home rule and mass transportation.

apparently been practicing take-offs and 
landings when his Cessna 150 collided 
with a Cessna 172, piloted by William Ja- 
cobson of Madison, Wls. The crash oc- 
curred shortly before 5:30 p.m. near the 
Intersection of Wheeling and Palatine 
roads in Wheeling. 


Jacobson managed to land his crippled 


plane at the airport with none of his pas- 
sengers injured.

Pacay said the board refuses to give 


teachers a cost of living Increase and re- 
fuses to negotiate specific working condi- 
tions. 


School board members were unavail- 


able for comment, but the board ts ex- 
pected to make a statement regarding 


negotiations at tonight's board meeting 
at 7:30 in the administration building, 777 
Algonquin Rd. 


SOME OF THE working conditions 


teachers want to negotiate are class size, 
a guaranteed daily 20-mlnute planning 
period, early dismissal and a half day of 
school on tho first day of classes. 


"We're In the midst of a real crisis," 


Pacay said. He said teacher morale was 
decreasing and hurting the education of 
their children. 


"We're only human, he added, "and

Walk down the halls of suburban high 


schools and you can sec the change — 
students dressed up a little, hair combed 
and shoes stiined. 


This is the new look and it is making 


administrators and parents smile be- 
cause for a while they were wondering 
just how much grubbier their children 
would get. 


Yes, kids still dress the way they want 


and in everything Imaginable, from over- 
alls to floor length gowns. But you can 
see a trend away from the see-how-lousy- 
you-can-look to something quite different. 


Credit it to the class of '74, this almost 


polished and prim appearance. 


A few years ago school officials bick- 


ered about how students should look. 
Miniskirts? Pants for girls? Long hair on 
boys? 


AS DRESS CODES cased to accom- 


modate the current fashions, students be- 
came weary of the whole ordeal and sud- 
denly showed up in worn-out jeans, 
faded work shirts and uncombed hair. 


In defiance, they turned up their noses 


to current fashion trends until It became 
fashionable not to be fashionable. Free- 
dom, they said, was the ability to wear 
what you want to wear.

posing the annexation to the village 
board Sept. 25. The presentation will end 
months of hearings, study and review by 
the commission on the proposed 267-acre, 
13,000-populatlon project 


The village board makes the final deci- 


sion on accepting the project. The com- 
mission's recommendation Is only an ad- 
visory one and the board is not obligated 
to follow It. 


Commission chairman William Shan- 


non said the group will recommend de- 
nial of the project "in Its entirety." 


DEVON-53 is a proposed planned-unit 


development of single-family homes, 
quadromlniums, apartment buildings and 
commercial businesses. Tho project 
would be built In three large sections 
near the Intersection of Devon Avcnuo 
and 111. Rte. 53. Construction, to be done 
in phases, would take as long as 12 
years. 


Most of the land for the development Is 


unincorporated. The developers are re- 
questing annexation to the village. To 
permit annexation, the village will have 
to modify its zoning ordinances for den- 
sity, building height, parking require- 
ments and common open space. 


Shannon said the commission is not op- 


posed to the development of the area. He 
said the commission would welcome an- 
nexation of the site and a planned unit 
development for the land. However, the 
Devon-53 proposal is not considered a 
good one by tho commission. 


THE COMMISSION'S recommendation 


will Include detailed reasons for the re- 
jection. In its review, the commission 
could find no advantage for the village In 
allowing the greater density and building 
heights while permitting less parking 
and common' open space that is re- 
quested by the developers. 


In addition, the commissioners, based 


on their study and the testimony of their 
consultants, said the project is poorly 
planned In regard to potential flooding, 
traffic congestion and poor soil condi- 
tions. 


When the project was proposed, the de- 


velopers said the village and other taxing 
bodies in the area would benefit because 
the project would generate more tax rev- 
enue than government expenses for ser- 
vices. The commission has some ques- 
tion over the possible tax benefit and 
contends the project may even represent 
a tax liability. 


The developers and planner of the proj- 


ect contend Devon-53 with its density and 
height requirements is a good project for 
the area. They sold the commission is 
over-emphasizing the possible problems 
involved with the project. 


Devon-53 Is a project of four indepen- 


dent developers working with a common 
plan. The developers are Ted Szywala of 
Parkway Development Co., Joseph and 
Jack Buttitta, Joseph Arvidson of Arvld- 
son Construction Co. and Joseph Zlzzo.

Elk Grove Village officials will appear 


before tho Arlington Heights Village 
Board tonight to argue against the pro- 
posed annexation of tho Charles Klchm 
property.

and Village Mgr. Charles Willis are ex- 
pected to attend the meeting. Members 
of the Elk Grove Village Plan Commis- 
sion and other village officials may also 
attend. 


The Klehm property is a 65-acre site 


south of tho Northwest Tollway and east 
of Arlington Heights Road. Klehm is re- 
questing annexation to Arlington Heights. 


The land Is the site for the proposed 


Chicago-O'Hare International Trade Cen- 
ter. In addition to the trade center, other 
sections could be developed as an apart- 
ment complex. 


ELK GROVE Village officials are op- 


posed to the annexation because the toll- 


way has long been considered the bound- 
ary between Elk Grove Village and Ar- 
lington Heights. The boundary has been 
"understood" through various "gentle- 
men's agreements" and projects in- 
volving the villages. 


No legal agreement, however, has ever 


been drawn up between the villages. 


In addition to Arlington Heights' "vio- 


lation" of the boundary, several Elk 
Grove Village officials also oppose the 
development of the area as a convention 
center. If the center Is built on Arlington 
Heights land, the officials contend that 
Elk Grove Village will have to provide 
police support and other services, but 
will receive no compensating income 
from tax revenue. 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion, by an 8-2 vote, has already rec- 
ommended annexation of the land.

Park district seeks support in annex fight

Elk Grove Park District officials have called a meeting of 


tho Northwest Park District Conference to discuss two bills 
recently signed by Gov. Daniel Walker that could affect pork 
district boundaries. 


One of the bills would allow the Arlington Heights Pork 


District to annex part of tho Elk Grovo Park District — tho 
proposed site for a Chicago-O'Hare International Trade Cen- 
ter. 


Tho 120-acrc property, which has been part of the Elk 


Grovo Park District for seven years, could be worth about 
175,000 to the park district It Is In when fully developed. 


Tho owner of the property, Charles Klehm, has already 


asked that the property be annexed to tho Village of Arlington 
Heights. If the property is annexed to Arlington Heights, the 
way would be clear for the village's park district to annex the 
property. 


THE MEETING will be tonight at Arlington Park Towers 


at 8 p.m., according to Jack Clacs, Elk Grove Park District 
director and secretary of the conference. 


Elk Grove Village officials and pork district officials have 


objected strongly to tho annexation. 


The announcement of tho meeting came at Thursday 


night's meeting of the Elk Grove Park District board. At the 
meeting, tho board heard a report from Its attorney, Norm 
Olson, on the bill that would allow the Klehm property to be 
disanncxed from Elk Grovo Park District. 


It was Olscn's opinion that the bill was deficient in several 


respects, but nothing could be done until Arlington Heights 
takes some action on the annexation. The annexation is on the 
agenda of the Arlington Heights Village Board for 9 p.m. 
tonight. The board indicated It would send a representative to 
that meeting. 


THE BOARD met In executive session during the meeting 


with Centex officials to discuss what board members termed 


"land acquisition." Board members would not comment fur- 
ther on the meeting other than saying they would meet again 
with Centex at the board's next meeting, Sept. 27. 


At the meeting, it was announced that the Elk Grove Park 


District has been given a used 3,900-galIon fuel oil truck by 
Union Oil Co. Claes said the truck was In "extremely good 
condition and would still be in service this winter if the com- 
pany had not decided to buy new trucks." The truck will be 
used for watering park district property. 


In other action, the board: 
• Approved grading the Rupley School site for installation 


of two Ice rinks this winter. One rink will be for hockey and 
the other for pleasure skating. 


• Told Claes to have final drawings made up for an addi- 


tion to the park district main office at 499 Biesterfleld Rd. 
The addition will add about 1,000 square feet of space and will 
cost about $30,000. The board said it would not approve con- 
struction of the addition until at least next summer — after 
other park site Improvements are made. 


• Asked Claes to set up a meeting with Schaumburg Town- 


ship School Dist 54 officials to "discuss future development 
west of Rt 53." 


• Approved {dans for a new wading pool at Disney Pool. 
• Announced that bids for 3 new tennis courts will be taken 


at the board's next meeting, Sept. 27. 


• Discussed a possible agreement with Elk Grove Town- 


ship School Dist 59 concerning Dan Cook School. The park 
district is seeking a long-term lease of some school property 
so it can Install playground equipment there. No action was 
taken. 


• Discussed an agreement with Dist. 59 concerning the Dis- 


ney Pool Complex at Lively Junior High. Dist 59 officials are 
asking for a new agreement in which the perk district would 
share part of the cost of maintaining the pool No action was 
taken.

schools and you can see the change — 
students dressed up a little, hah* combed 
and shoes shlned. 


This is the new look and it is making 


administrators and parents smile be- 
cause for a while they were wondering 
just how much grubbier their children 
would get. 


Yes, kids still dress the way they want 


and in everything imaginable, from over- 
alls to floor length gowns. But you can 
see a trend away from the see-how-lousy- 
you-can-look to something quite different. 


Credit it to the class of '74, this almost 


polished and prim appearance. 


A few years ago school officials bick- 


ered about how students should look. 
Miniskirts? Pants for girls? Long hair on 
boys? 


AS DRESS CODES eased to accom- 


modate the current fashions, students be- 
came weary of the whole ordeal and sud- 
denly showed up in worn-out jeans, 
faded work shirts and uncombed hair. 


In defiance, they turned up their noses 


to current fashion trends until It became 
fashionable not to be fashionable. Free- 
dom, they said, was the ability to wear 
what you want to wear. 


But now, despite the leeway In the cur- 


rent dress codes, students are choosing 
to be a little more neat and a little more 
style conscious. 


"I like getting dressed up," said Wen- 


dy Topczewskl, a senior at Hersey High 
School. "It determines how I feel for the 
day." 


Girls now are wearing soft knit 


dresses, straight-legged pants and blazer 
jackets with wide lapels. 


GUY VENA, a dean at Arlington High 


School, is happy with the students. "It's 
wonderful," he said. "Parents also do a 
pretty good job on what's good taste. The 
dress code at the high school is pretty 
much similar to most other schools': If 
It's okay with your parents, it's OK with 
us. 


"I think they have a sense of respect 


for themselves," he said. "There seems 
to be a happy medium.

For years school officials and students

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2,800 pack Municipal League parley, talk problems

Revenue sharing. Flooding/ Taxing. 


And, water pricing. 


Tho problems of local governments 


gushed to the discussion door this week- 
end In Chicago during the 60th annual 
convention of the Illinois Municipal 
League. More than 2,800 mayors, city 
clerks and managers were registered at 
the Conrad Hilton for the convention, 
which ends today. 


The conference offered something for 


everyone. Big-name speakers including 
Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker, Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and Los Angeles 
Mayor Thomas Bradley. Serious dis- 
cussion. Seminars ranging from munici- 
pal problem-solving to the Image of pub- 
lic officials. Hospitality suites. And tours 
of Chicago on a double-decker bus com- 
plete with band. 


Only one resolution was offered to con- 


vention delegates for a vote. But, sugges- 
tions for problem-solving were wide- 
ranging and could become the basis of 
league policy In the future. 


DELEGATES WERE expected to ap- 


prove late Sunday a resolution opposing 


a statewide property tax freeze. The res- 
olution would "reaffirm a position we 
took last year," league attorney Tom 
Kelty said. 


The resolutions committee tabled a 


proposal seeking municipal power to col- 
lect a graduated Income tax as an al- 
ternative to real estate tax in home-rule 
communities. 


Weekend controversy began in munici- 


pal problems commission when a repre- 
sentative of Hickory Hills criticized a 34 
per cent planned Increase in water rates 
by Chicago. The rate hike, which would 
affect DCS Plalnes and other suburbs 
purchasing city water, was opposed be- 
cause Chicago enacted a 25 per cent In- 
crease In 1970. 


Commission members called for "com- 


plete accounting" to "assure us" that In- 
creased fees do not finance construction 
of new water lines to other communities 
and do not pay for improved lines In Chi- 
cago. 


"Let them show first that they are en- 


t i t l e d to it," State Rep. William 
Bluthardt, R-Schlller Park, said. "The 
difference between the suburbs and Chi- 


cago Is that all of our people have water 
meters," State Sen. Howard Mohr, 
R-Forest Park, said. 


Chicago Mayor Daley, who Is keynote 


speaker at today's general session, was 
not represented at the commission meet- 
ing. Daley was host at a Friday recep- 
tion for the league's gold-blazered board 
of directors. 


THE COMMISSION called for state 


legislation to: 


• Require donations of land by devel- 


opers for school and public service sites. 
Mohr criticized the proposal. "Elected 
officials are able to handle themselves 
better than a legislator who is mandating 
a man to donate land. In our area, we 
ask them to contribute. This type of leg- 
islation could drive a builder out." 


• Set state standards controlling devel- 


opment in flood plain areas. 


• Allow municipalities to enter con- 


tracts with shopping centers for control 
of parking. 


• Increase the maximum corporate 


tax levy from 25 to 40 cents if other taxes 
are eliminated. The proposal would con- 
solidate multiple taxes — fire, library, 


corporate — and simplify collection and 
bookkeeping. 


As a mayor and state senator, Mohr 


said he faces a "two-way street" in con- 
sidering the proposals. "The job of the 
municipal official is to get all you can. 
Everybody is looking for the next guy to 
take over his obligations. But, many of 
these ideas are local, not legislature 
problems." 


LEAGUE directors opened discussion 


of another problem — money — at their 
quarterly meeting Friday. A special 
committee to study league goals offered 
a list of 11 recommendations that includ- 
ed a proposal for a dues Increase to fi- 
nance expanded research activities. 


M a y o r Jack Walsh of Arlington 


Heights said the proposed hike "Is not 
Implicit." Arlington Heights paid about 
$1,100 this year, based on population, for 
membership in the league. 


"I'm not surprised about the proposed 


hike," Des Flames Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rel said. "It's not unreasonable to say 
that if you want Increased services, it 
will cost more." Des Plaines paid $1,206 
for league membership In 1973. 


Behrel, president of the league in 1965- 


1966, bounded from meeting to meeting 
throughout the sessions. The Des Plaines 
mayor headed a Saturday revenue-shar- 
ing panel, delivered the opening prayer 
at Sunday's breakfast and win sit with 
state legislators today on a panel that 
will probe revenue reform, tax freezes, 
home rule and mass transportation.

apparently been practicing take-offs and 
landings when his Cessna 150 collided 
with a Cessna 172, piloted by William Ja- 
cobson of Madison, Wls. The crash oc- 
curred shortly before 5:30 p.m. near the 


Intersection of Wheeling and Palatine 
roads In Wheeling. 


Jacobson managed to land his crippled 


Diane at the airport with none of his pas- 
angers Injured. 


George Green, superintendent of the 


NTSB Chicago District office, said in- 
vestigators have begun interviewing the 
passengers in the Jacobson plane, wit- 
nesses to the accident, and the Pal- 
waukee tower controller. An autopsy was 
also scheduled to be performed on Kay- 
wr during the weekend. 


Following the investigation all findings 


will be sent to Washington, D.C. where a 
five-man NTSB committee will study 
them and Issue 8 probable cause.

The nomads of America 


Whether it's Omaha or Schaumburg-it's home 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


The moving van has hardly pulled out of the drive at her 


new home before Marilyn Mullln hops in her car and heads 
out to discover what she can about the community. 


Give her a week and she will know everyone on her block. 
Within a month she will have found a part-time job, volun- 


teered to be on assistant Brownie leader, enrolled in a ceram- 
ics class and joined a few neighborhood social clubs. 


She also will be knocking on the doors of new neighbors for 


the Greeters Club and welcoming them to Schaumburg as if 
she had lived there all her life instead of just since March. 


GIVE HER another month and she may be gone. 
Mrs. Mullin is the wife of an executive nomad and hop- 


scotching from one place to another is a way of life for her. 


She calls Schaumburg home but then she has also called 


Salem, Ark., Kansas City and Joplin, Mo., Overland Park, 
Kan., and Omaha, Neb., home. Within the lost 11 years the 
family has made seven moves In five states. 


"I have never felt not at homo anywhere we were," said 


Mrs. Mullln. "I have really enjoyed every move." Included in 
the list is one transfer where there was only one week's 
notice and she was eight months pregnant. 


While Mrs. Mullln had only moved once before she was 


married, her husband, John, Is a veteran. The son of a sales- 
man, he had lived in 19 different places by the time he was 
10. 


TRANSFERRING isn't all that easy and enjoyable for oth- 


er families. Nearly 40 million families move annually and it 
is estimated 2.5 million of them ore the result of a corporate 
transfer. 


While the executive nomad is taken under the wings of 


other executives and Is kept busy Integrating himself into a 
new job, the wife and children are left at home in a strange 
community to fend for themselves. 


The wife is usually left to carry out the physical aspects of 


the move — unpacking, having phones installed, picking up 
license plates, registering the children in school and other 
time consuming but necessary Items. In between the busy 
work she is expected to get out and make new social contacts. 


"YOU HAVE TO be aggressive. If you don't get out you 


probably won't be very happy," said Jan Dlxon of Schaum- 
burg, a veteran of eight transfers. 


"The children are a tremendous help In meeting people. 


The kids find themselves beautifully," said Mrs. Dixon, a 
mother of two. "Before you know it the kids have made 
friends and you can contact the parents and introduce your- 
self." 


"You gain experience from one place to another in making 


contacts and It gets easier," said Mrs. Dixon. 


The William Tranavitch family's fears of being able to 


make new friends hi Buffalo Grove never materialized. The 
family was transferred to the area a year ago after having 
lived In New Jersey all their life. 


"Buffalo Grove is quite a melting pot and many people we 


meet are transferees," said Tranavitch. "Actually you are 


able to get closer to your neighbors because you have some- 
thing in common with them." 


WITH THE FIRST move out of the way, the Tranavitchs 


don't think they would have any problem with another trans- 
fer. 


Many large companies use Chicago as a training ground for 


young executives who manage to find their way to the North- 
west suburbs because they don't want to live in the city. 


Real estate agencies in the area are geared to helping 


transferees and have special services for those, coming in 
from out of state. 


"The transferee is a different sort of person. The wife is 


frequently unset and we try to make the move easier for 
her," said Diane Kowalski of Gladstone Realtors. Sometimes 
this involves picking the family up at the airport, making 
hotel arrangements, driving them around the area for a few 
days to give them a feel of what to expect before even show- 
Ing them a house, she said. 


WHILE MOST transferees don't know how long they will be 


in one place they go ahead and buy a house. One reason is the 
unavailability of rental homes in the area and the other is 
appreciation. 


"The house will grow with the market We are just going to 


ride the market and we won't suffer If we have to move 
again," said Tranavitch. 


The two main concerns of transfer families In looking for a 


house are the availability of public transportation and good 
schools, said Miss Kowalski. 


Transferees express concern about their children's educa- 


tion but most feel geographic mobility has not been detrimen- 
tal to the child's performance In school 


"So far we've been to places where there have been good 


schools and there hasn't been any problem," said Mrs. Marc 
LeWand of Palatine, a veteran of more moves than she can 
remember.

town, you didn't have the transportation. 
It was a Uttte bit like country living. But 
I don't think it is today." 


Today, Mrs. Mclntosh shares her 


neighborhood with 21 other homes built 
around tho same time as hers, when tho 


subdivision was known as Ferndale 
Heights and Northern Alrc Estates. She 
also shares it with some 62 newer, bigger 
houses. 


And other subdivisions, in the mean- 


time, have cropped up nearby — Heath- 
erlea on the west side of Hicks Road, and 
Just up the road near Dundee Road are 
Pepper Tree Farms and English Valley. 


The Palatine village limits extend 


nearly to Mrs. Mclntosh's front door, and 
may someday go beyond that. 


SHE WOULDN'T mind If It did. "It's 


ridiculous to live one block off the city 
limits and have to pay extra for your 
kids to go swimming (in the pork district 
pool)," she says. 


Many of her neighbors agree and 


would like their subdivisions to be an- 
nexed to the village. Others disagree; 
they'd Just as soon stay out of the vil- 
lage. 


"We feel as though we live In the com- 


munity," shrugged one Pepper Tree resi- 
dent. "Being a block or so away from the 
line doesn't mean much except for tax 
purposes." 


But taxes are the main reason many 


residents of the unincorporated subdivi- 
sions are hesitant about becoming part of 
Palatine.

Whether it's Omaha or Schaumburg-it's home

Tho moving van has hardly pulled out of the drive at her 


mw homo before Marilyn Multln hops In her car and heads 
out to discover what she can about the community. 


Give her a week and she will know everyone on her block. 
Within a month she will have found a part-time job, volun- 


teered to be an assistant Brownie leader, enrolled in a ceram- 
ics class and joined a few neighborhood social clubs. 


She also will be knocking on tho doors of new neighbors for 


tho Grooters Club and welcoming them to Schaumburg as If 
she had lived there ail her life instead of Just since March. 


GIVE HER another month and she may bo gone. 
Mrs. Mullin Is tho wife of an executive nomad and hop- 


scotching from one place to another Is a way of life for her. 


Sho colls Schaumburg home but then she has also called 


Salem, Ark., Kansas City and Joplln, Mo., Overland Park, 
Kan., and Omaha, Neb., home. Within tho lost 11 years the 
family has made seven moves In five states. 


"I have never felt not at homo anywhere we were," said 


Mrs. Mullin. "I have really enjoyed every move." Included in 
the list is one transfer where there was only one week's 
notice and she was eight months pregnant. 


While Mrs. Mullin had only moved once before she was 


married, her husband, John, Is a veteran. The son of a sales- 
man, he had lived in 19 different places by the time he was 
10. 


TRANSFERRING isn't all that easy and enjoyable for oth- 


er families. Nearly 40 million families move annually and it 
Is estimated 2.9 million of them are the result of a corporate 
transfer. 


While the executive nomad Is taken under the wings of 


other executives and is kept busy integrating himself into a 
new job, the wife and children are left at home In a strange 
community to fend for themselves. 


The wife Is usually left to carry out the physical aspects of 


the move — unpacking, having phones installed, picking up 
license plates, registering the children, in school and other 
time consuming but necessary items. In between the busy 
work she is expected to get out and make new social contacts. 


"YOU HAVE TO be aggressive. If you don't get out you 


probably won't be very happy," said Jan Dixon of Schaum- 
burg, a veteran of eight transfers. 


"The children are a tremendous help In meeting people. 


The kids find themselves beautifully," said Mrs. Dlxon, a 
mother of two. "Before you know it the kids have made 
friends and you can contact the parents and introduce your- 
self." 


"You gain experience from one place to another in making 


contacts and It gets easier," said Mrs. Dixon. 


The William Tranavitch family's fears of being able to 


make new friends in Buffalo Grove, never materialized. The 
family was transferred to the area a year ago after having 
lived in New Jersey all their life. 


"Buffalo Grove is quite a melting pot and many people we 


meet are transferees," said Tranavitch. "Actually you are 
able to get closer to your neighbors because you have some- 
thing in common with them." 


WITH THE FIRST more out of the way, the Tranavitchs

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2,800 pack Municipal League parley, talk problems

Revenue sharing. Flooding. Taxing. 


And, water pricing. 


The problems of local governments 


gushed to the discussion floor this week- 
end In Chicago during the 60th annual 
convention of the Illinois Municipal 
League. More than 2,600 mayors, city 
clerks and managers were registered at 
the Conrad Hilton for the convention, 
which ends today. 


The conference offered something for 


everyone. Big-name speakers Including 
Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker, Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and Los Angeles 
Mayor Thomas Bradley. Serious dis- 
cussion. Seminars ranging from munici- 
pal problem-solving to the Image of pub- 
lic officials. Hospitality suites. And tours 
of Chicago on a double-decker bus com- 
plete with band. 


Only one resolution was offered to con- 


vention delegates for a vote. But, sugges- 
tions for problem-solving were wide- 
ranging and could become the basis of 
league policy In the future. 


DELEGATES WERE expected to ap- 


prove late Sunday a resolution opposing 


a statewide property tax freeze. The res- 
olution would "reaffirm a position we 
took last year," league attorney Tom 
Kelly said. 


The resolutions committee tabled a 


proposal seeking municipal power to col- 
lect a graduated Income tax as an al- 
ternative to real estate tax In home-rule 
communities. 


Weekend controversy began In munici- 


pal problems commission when a repre- 
sentative of Hickory Hills criticized a 34 
per cent planned increase in water rates 
by Chicago. The rate hike, which would 
affect Des Plalnes and other suburbs 
purchasing city water, was opposed be- 
cause Chicago enacted a 25 per cent in- 
crease in 1970. 


Commission members called for "com- 


plete accounting" to "assure us" that In- 
creased fees do not finance construction 
of new water lines to other communities 
and do not pay for improved lines in Chi- 
cago. 


"Let them show first that they arc en- 


t i t l e d to it," State Rep. William 
Bluthardt, R-Schlller Park, said. "The 
difference between the suburbs and Chi- 


cago is that all of our people have water 
meters," State Sen. Howard Mohr, 
R-Forest Park, said. 


Chicago Mayor Daley, who is keynote 


speaker at today's general session, was 
not represented at the commission meet- 
ing. Daley was host at a Friday recep- 
tion for the league's gold-blazered board 
of directors. 


THE COMMISSION called for state 


legislation to: 


• Require donations of land by devel- 


opers for school and public service sites. 
Mohr criticized the proposal. "Elected 
officials are able to handle themselves 
better than a legislator who is mandating 
a man to donate land. In our area, we 
ask them to contribute. This type of leg- 
islation could drive a builder out." 


• Set state standards controlling devel- 


opment in flood plain areas. 


• Allow municipalities to enter con- 


tracts with shopping centers for control 
of parking. 


• Increase the maximum corporate- 


tax levy from 25 to 40 cents If other taxes 
are eliminated. The proposal would con- 
solidate multiple taxes — fire, library, 


corporate — and simplify collection and 
bookkeeping. 


As a mayor and state senator, Mohr 


said he faces a "two-way street" in con- 
sidering the proposals. "The job of the 
municipal official is to get all you can. 
Everybody is looking for the next guy to 
take over his obligations. But, many of 
these ideas are local, not legislature 
problems." 


LEAGUE directors opened discussion 


of another problem — money — at their 
quarterly meeting Friday. A special 
committee to study league goals offered 
a list of 11 recommendations that includ- 
ed a proposal for a dues Increase to fi- 
nance expanded research activities. 


M a y o r Jack Walsh of Arlington 


Heights said the proposed hike "is not 
implicit." Arlington Heights paid about 
$1,100 this year, based on population, for 
membership in the league. 


"I'm not surprised about the proposed 


hike," Des Plalnes Mayor Herbert Ben- 
rel said. "It's not unreasonable to say 
that if you want increased services, it 
will cost more." Des Plalnes paid $1,206 
for league membership in 1973. 


Behrel, president of the league in 1965- 


1966, bounded from meeting to meeting 
throughout the sessions. The Des Plalnes 
mayor headed a Saturday revenue-shar- 
ing panel, delivered the opening prayer 
at Sunday's breakfast and will sit with 
state legislators today on a panel that 
will probe revenue reform, tax freezes, 
home rule and mass transportation.

don't think they would have any problem with another trans- 
fer. 


Many large companies use Chicago as a training ground for 


young executives who manage to find their way to the North- 
west suburbs because they don't want to live in the city. 


Real estate agencies In the area arc geared to helping 


transferees and have special services for those coming in 
from out of state. 


"The transferee is a different sort of person. The wife Is 


frequently unset and we try to make the move easier for 
her," said Diane Kowalskl of Gladstone Realtors. Sometimes 
this Involves picking the family up at the airport, making 
hotel arrangements, driving them around the area for a few 
days to give them a /eel of what to expect before even show- 
Ing them a house, she said. 


WHILE MOST transferees don't know how long they will be 


in one place they go ahead and buy a house. One reason is the 
unavailability of rental homes in the area and the other is 
appreciation. 


"The house will grow with the market We are just going to 


ride the market and we won't suffer If we have to move 
again," said Tranavltch. 


The two main concerns of transfer families In looking for a 


house ore the availability of public transportation and good 
schools, said Miss Kowalskl. 


Transferees express concern about their children's educa- 


tion but most feel geographic mobility has not been detrimen- 
tal to the child's performance In school. 


"So far we've been to places where there have been good 


schools and there hasn't been any problem," said Mrs. Marc 
LeWand of Palatine, a veteran of more moves than she can 
remember. 


STUDENT TURNOVER In school districts in the area aver- 


ages about 10 per cent annually. The effects of being trans- 
ferred from one school to another vary with each child, ac- 
cording to educators. 


"If they are going from one good school to another good 


school, I don't think it makes much difference," said John 
Barger, assistant superintendent of Wheeling Dlst. 21. 


"The (educational) effects of transferring are less when the 


children are young," said Joanne Newman, division director 
of curriculum Implementation In Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dlst. 15. She explained that when the children are just start- 
ing school they identify with their teacher but as they get 
older they tend to identify more with their peer group. Suc- 
cess in school often becomes secondary with the older chil- 
dren who feel they have to make it with their peers first. 


The turnover rate in most school districts is too high to 


have a formal program to orient new students. However, 
teachers and principals are usually made aware of children 
who are new to the district so they can help acclimate them. 
Records of the student's performance In other school districts 
are also made available to teachers. 


ANOTHER FACTOR affecting how well children adjust to a 


new school is their parent's attitude about their new commu- 
nity. 


"If the parents were resistant to change, the students will 


probably not be too happy with the change," said James 
Retzlaff, acting superintendent of River Trails Dist. 28. "If 
the parents are positive about a move to a new situation, the 
children will be. Once a child has been in a school for several 
days, that Is the school he wants to be in. He doesn't care to 
be any other place." 


Most parents who are transferred frequently try to involve 


their chldren In the move. The children help in the packing, 
frequently accompany their parents to the new area to look 
for a house and are usually informed about the place they 
will be living before the move is actually made. 


TRANSFER FAMILIES usually find the moves draw the 


family closer together. 


"You depend more on each other because you have no one 


else to turn to at first," said Mrs. Muilin. 


Veterans of the moving game list "good attitude" as a 


definite asset in easing the family's ability to adjust to a new 
community. They also suggest children be involved in the 
moves, some personal belongings of each family member be 
kept, as much be learned about the new community before 
the move as possible and each family member be encouraged 
to get out and make new friends right away.

But, sugges- 
tions for problem-solving were wide- 
ranging and could become tho basis of 
league policy In the future. 


DELEGATES WERE expected to ap- 


prove late Sunday a resolution opposing 
a statewide property tax freeze. The res- 
olution would "reaffirm a position we 
took last year," league attorney Tom 
Kclty said. 


The resolutions committee tabled a 


proposal seeking municipal power to col- 
lect a graduated Income tax as an al- 
ternative to real estate tax in home-rule 
communities. 


Weekend controversy began In munici- 


pal problems commission when a repre- 
sentative of Hickory Hills criticized a 34 
per cent planned Increase In water rates 
by Chicago. The rate hike, which would 
affect DCS Ploines and other suburbs 
purchasing city water, was opposed be- 
cause Chicago enacted a 25 per cent In- 
crease in 1070. 


Commission members called for "com- 


plete accounting" to "assure us" that in- 
creased fees do not finance construction 
of new water lines to other communities 
and do not pay for improved lines In Chi- 
cago. 


"Let them show first that they are en- 


t i t l e d to It," State Rep. William 
Bluthardt, R-Schlllcr Park, said. "The 
difference between tho suburbs and Chi- 
cago Is that all of our people have water 
meters," State Sen. Howard Mohr, 
R-Forest Park, said. 


Chicago Mayor Daley, who Is keynote 


speaker at today's general session, was 
not represented at the commission meet- 
Ing. Daley was host at a Friday recep- 
tion for tho league's gold-blazcrcd board 
of directors. 


THE COMMISSION called for state 


legislation to: 


• Require donations of land by devel- 


opers for school and public service sites. 
Mohr criticized the proposal. "Elected 
officials arc able to handle themselves 
better than a legislator who is mandating 
a man to donate land. In our area, we 
ask them to contribute. This type of leg- 
islation could drive a builder out." 


• Set state standards controlling devel- 


opment in flood plain areas. 


• Allow municipalities to enter con- 


tracts with shopping centers for control 
of parking. 


• Increase the maximum corporate 


tax levy from 25 to 40 cents if other taxes 
are eliminated. The proposal would con- 
solidate multiple taxes — fire, library, 
corporate — and simplify collection and 
bookkeeping. 


As a mayor and state senator, Mohr 


said he faces a "two-way street" in con- 
sidering the proposals. "The Job of the 
municipal official Is to get all you can. 
Everybody is looking for the next guy to 
take over his obligations. But, many of 
these ideas are local, not legislature 
problems." 


LEAGUE directors opened discussion 


of another problem — money — at their 
quarterly meeting Friday. A special 
committee to study league goals offered 
a list of 11 recommendations that includ- 
ed a proposal for a dues increase to fi- 
nance expanded research activities. 


M a y o r Jack Walsh of Arlington 


Heights said the proposed bike "is not 
implicit." Arlington Heights paid about 
$1,100 this year, based on population, for 
membership in the league. 


"I'm not surprised about the proposed 


hike," Des Plnlnes Mayor Herbert Ben- 
rel said. "It's not unreasonable to say 
that If you want increased services, it 
will cost more." Des Plalnes paid $1,206 
for league membership In 1973. 


Behrcl, president of the league in 1965- 


1966, bounded from meeting to meeting 
throughout the sessions. The Des Plalnes 
mayor headed a Saturday revenue-shar- 
ing panel, delivered the opening prayer 
at Sunday's breakfast and will sit with 
state legislators today on a panel that 
will probe revenue reform, tax freezes, 
home rule and mass transportation. 


OTHER NORTHWEST suburban con- 


ferencc participants included former Elk 
Grove mayor Jack Pahl, representing 
the Northeastern Illinois Plan Commis- 
sion, on a "regionalism" panel; DCS 
Plalnes City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach, on 
an election code panel; Des Plalnes 
Comptroller Duane BUetz, who presided 
at the finance officers meeting, and 
Mount Prospect Village Mgr.

The nomads of America 


Whether it's Omaha or Schaumburg—it's home

Tho moving van has hardly pulled out of tho drive at her 


now homo before Marilyn Mullin hops In her car and heads 
out to discover what she can about tho community. 


Give her a week and she will know everyone on her block. 
Within a month she will have found a part-time job, volun- 


teered to bo an assistant Brownie leader, enrolled in a ceram- 
ics class and joined a few neighborhood social clubs. 


She also will bo knocking on the doors of new neighbors for 


the Grectcrs Club and welcoming them to Schaumburg as If 
sho had lived there all her life instead of just since March. 


GIVE HER another month and she may be gone. 
Mrs. Mullin Is the wife of an executive nomad and hop- 


scotching from one place to another is a way of life for her. 


Sho calls Schaumburg home but then she has also called 


Salem, Ark., Kansas City and Joplin, Mo., Overland Park, 
Kan., and Omaha, Neb., home. Within the lost 11 years the 
family has made seven moves In five states. 


"I havo never felt not at home anywhere we were," sold 


Mrs. Mullin. "I have really enjoyed every move." Included In 
the list is one transfer where there was only one week's 
notice and she was eight months pregnant. 


While Mrs. Mullin had only moved once before she was 


married, her husband, John, is a veteran. The son of a sales- 
man, he had lived in 19 different places by the time he was 
19. 


TRANSFERRING isn't all that easy and enjoyable for oth- 


er families. Nearly 40 million families move annually and it 
is estimated 2.5 million of them are the result of a corporate 
transfer. 


While the executive nomad is taken under the wings of 


other executives and is kept busy Integrating himself Into a 
new job, the wife and children are left at home in a strange 
community to fend for themselves. 


The wife is usually left to carry out the physical aspects of 


the move — unpacking, having phones Installed, picking up 
license- plates, registering the children In school and other 
time consuming but necessary items. In between the* busy 
work she is expected to get out and make new social contacts. 


"YOU HAVE TO be aggressive. If you don't get out you 


probably won't be very happy," said Jan Dixon of Schaum- 
burg, a veteran of eight transfers. 


"The children are a tremendous help in meeting'-people. 


The kids find themselves beautifully," said Mrs: Dixon, a 
mother of two. "Before you know it the kids ha've made 
friends and you can contact the parents and introduce your- 
self." 


"You gain experience from one place to another in making 


contacts and it gets easier," said Mrs. Dixon. 


The William Tranavitch family's fears of being able to 


make new friends in Buffalo Grove never materialized. The 
family was transferred to the area a year ago after having 
lived in New Jersey all their life. 


"Buffalo Grove Is quite a melting pot and many people we 


meet are transferees," said Tranavitch. "Actually you are 
able to get closer to your neighbors because you have some- 
thing in common with them." 


WITH THE FIRST move out of the way, the Tranavitchs

Walk down the halls of suburban high 


schools and you can see the change — 
students dressed up a little, hair combed 
and shoes shined. 


This is the new look and it is making 


administrators and parents smile be- 
cause for a while they were wondering 
just how much grubbier their children 
would get. 


Yes, kids still dress the way they want 


and in everything imaginable, from over- 
alls to floor length gowns. But you can 
see a trend away from the see-how-lousy- 
you-can-!ook to something quite different. 


Credit it to the class of 74, this almost 


polished and prim appearance. 


A few years ago school officials bick- 


ered about how students should look. 
Miniskirts? Pants for girls? Long hair on 
boys? 


AS DRESS CODES eased to accom- 


modate the current fashions students be- 
came weary of the whole ordeal and sud- 
denly showed up in worn-out Jeans, 
faded work shirts and uncombed hair. 


In defiance, they turned up their noses 


to current fashion trends until it became 
fashionable not to be fashionable. Free- 
dom, they said, was the ability to wear 
what you want to wear. 


But now, despite the leeway in the cur- 


rent dress codes, students are choosing 
to be a little more neat and a little more 
style conscious. 


"I like getting dressed up," said Wen- 


dy Topczewski, a senior at Horsey High 
School. "It determines how I feel for the 
day." 


Girls now are wearing soft knit 


dresses, straight-legged pants and blazer 
jackets with wide lapels. 


GUY VENA, a dean at Arlington High 


School, is happy with the students. "It's 
wonderful," he said. "Parents also do a 
pretty good job on what's good taste. The 
dress code at the high school is pretty 
much similar to most other schools': If 
it's okay with your parents, it's OK with 
us. 


"I think they have a sense of respect 


for themselves," he said. "There seems 
to be a happy medium. We adjust, they 
adjust." 


For years school officials and students 


struggled over dress codes that would be 
appropriate for. both parties. Girls were 
sent home for wearing culottes or pants. 
Boys were asked to get haircuts when 
their hair grew over the ears or face dis- 
missal 


BUT SOON DRESS codes began to re- 


lax and allowed a student the freedom to 
dress In any way he chose, provided ap- 
pearance did not disrupt a class or en- 
danger the health and safety of himself 
or to other students. 


"Kids as a whole are better dressed 


than they have been in the past few 
years," said a veteran teacher at Elk 
Grove High School "How they dress is 
bow they think and how they are."

years, a post that could spring him Into 
the office of committeeman.

challenge now facing the Republican 
Party in Wheeling Township. 


He said he has no hope that the state 


legislative restricting, which two years 
ago split Wheeling Township into three 
separate districts and thereby struck 
hard at the Republican organization's 
power, would be reversed. 


Local politicians will have to live with 


what he termed "these obscene dis- 
tricts" until a special census, or more 
likely, the 1980 census is held, Cowen 
said.

don't think they would have any problem with another trans- 


Many large companies use Chicago as a training ground for 


young executives who manage to find their way to the North- 
wc»t suburbs because they don't want to live In the city. 


Real estate agencies In the area are geared to helping 


transferees- and have special services for those coming In 
from out of state. 


"The transferee Is a different sort of person. The wife Is 


frequently unset and we try to make the move easier for 
her," said Diane Kowalski of Gladstone Realtors. Sometimes 
this Involves picking the family up at the airport, making 
hotel arrangements, driving them around the area for a few 
days to give them a feel of what to expect before even show- 
Ing them a house, she said. 


WHILE MOST transferees don't know how long they will be 


in one place they go ahead and buy a house. One reason is the 
unavailability of rental homes in the area and the other is 
appreciation. 


"The house will grow with the market We are just going to 


ride the market and we won't suffer If we have to move 
again," said Tranavltch. 


The two main concerns of transfer families In looking for a 


(MUM are the availability of public transportation and good 
school*, uld Miss Kowalskl. 


Transferees express concern about their children's educa- 


tion but most feel geographic mobility has not been detrimen- 
tal to the child's performance in school. 


"So far we've been to places where there have been good 


schools and there hasn't been any problem," said Mrs. Marc 
LeWand of Palatine, a veteran of more moves than she can 
remember. 


STUDENT TURNOVER In school districts in the area aver- 


ages about 10 per cent annually. The effects of being trans- 
ferred from one school to another vary with each child, ac- 
cording to educators. 


"If they are going from one good school to another good 


school, I don't think it makes much difference," said John 
Barger, assistant superintendent of Wheeling Dlst. 21. 


"The (educational) effects of transferring ore less when the 


children are young," said Joanne Newman, division director 
of curriculum .implementation in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dlst. 15. She explained that when the children are just start- 
ing school they identify with their teacher but as they get 
older they tend to Identify more with their peer group. Suc- 
cess In school often becomes secondary with the older chil- 
dren who feel they have to make It with their peers first. 


The turnover rate In most school districts is too high to 


have a formal program to orient new students. However, 
teachers and principals are usually made aware of children 
who are new to the district so they can help acclimate them.

The moving van has hardly pulled out of the drive at her 


now homo before Marilyn Mullln hops in her car and heads 
out to discover what she can about the community. 


Give her a week and she will know everyone on her block. 
Within a month she will have found a part-time job, volun- 


teered to be an assistant Brownie leader, enrolled In a ceram- 
ics class and joined a few neighborhood social clubs. 


She also will be knocking on the doors of new neighbors for 


the Grcctcrs Club and welcoming them to Schaumburg as if 
she had lived there all her life Instead of Just since March. 


GIVE IIEIt another month and she may be gone. 
Mrs. Mullln Is the wife of an executive nomad and hop- 


scotching from one place to another Is a way of life for her. 


She calls Schaumburg homo but then she has also called 


Salem, Ark.. Kansas City and Joplln, Mo., Overland Park, 
Kan., and Omaha, Neb., home. Within the lost 11 years the 
family has made seven moves In five states. 


"I have never felt not at homo anywhere wo were," said 


Mrs. Mullin. "I hove really enjoyed every move." Incjuded in 
the list is one transfer where there was only one week's 
notice and she was eight months pregnant. 


While Mrs. Mullln had only moved once before she was 


married, her husband, John, is a veteran. The son of a sales- 
man, he had lived In 19 different places by the time he was 
19. 


TRANSFERRING isn't all that easy and enjoyable for oth- 


er families. Nearly 40 million families move annually and it 
is estimated 2.5 million of them are the result of a corporate 
transfer. 


While the executive nomad Is taken under the wings of 


other executives and is kept busy integrating himself into a 
new job, the wife and children are left at home In a strange- 
community to fend for themselves. 


The wife Is usually left'to carry out the physical aspects of 


the move — unpacking, having phones Installed, picking up 
license plates, registering the children in school and other 
time consuming but necessary items. In between the busy 
work she is expected to get out and make new social contacts. 


"YOU HAVE TO be aggressive. If you don't get out you 


probably won't be very happy," said Jan Dlxon of Schaum- 
burg, a veteran of eight transfers. 


"The children are a tremendous help in meeting people. 


The kids find themselves beautifully," said Mrs. Dlxon, a 
mother of two. "Before you know It the kids have made 
friends and you can contact the parents and introduce your- 
self." 


"You gain experience from one place to another in making 


contacts and It gets easier," said Mrs. Dixon. 


The William Tranavitch family's fears of being able to 


make new friends In Buffalo Grove never materialized. The 
family was transferred to the area a year ago after having 
lived in New Jersey all their life. 


"Buffalo Grove is quite a melting pot and many people we

Schaumburg Park District officials es- 


timate the owner of a house assessed at 
$10,000 will puy an average of $13 a year 
for the first five years of a proposed $2.5 
million referendum to be held Oct. 13. 
This is one dollar more than homeowners 
pay now In average yearly taxes for n 
$1.2 million park program approved in 
1070. officials said. 


"The people of Schaumburg will really 


lx> getting twice the services for only a 
dollar more," Paul Derda, park district 
superintendent said. "They're getting a 
lot for little cost." 


Derda credited the lesser prlccr for a 


bigger package to the expanded Schaum- 
burg Park District taxable property and 
the addition of Woodfleld Shopping Cen- 
ter. 


"We In Schaumburg arc fortunate to 


have Woodfiold and a progressive com- 
munity to grow in," Derda said. 


THE REFERENDUM will be divided 


Into two parts — land acquisition and 
pork Improvements. The voters will be 
asked to approve the $700,000 land acqui- 
sition section and the $1.8 million Im- 
provements program separately. 


Derda said the first year payment of 


taxes would probably be higher than the 
$13 average, but added that decreasing 
taxes In the latter part of the 5-ycar peri- 
od will level out the yearly average pay- 
ment. The tax average will drop after 
the first five years. He added that the 
average homeowner would pay approxi- 
mately $0 R year for the park Improve- 
ments and $4 a year for the land acquisi- 
tion if the full package were approved. 


Included In the project Is development 


of 13 park and park-school sites, Spring 
Valley land acquisition, maintenance ga- 
rage, an enclosure for Atcher Pool, an 
Olympic-sized pool to be located at Meln- 
eke Park, tennis courts, lighted recrea- 
tion fields and an outdoor hockey rink.

High Point Park residents 
not happy with park plans 


A group of residents In the High Point 


Park area In Hoffman Estates still want 
to know why the park can't be split even- 
ly between organized sports and passive 
recreation areas. 


The group, which claims It has collect- 


ed 250 signatures on a petition, is not 
satisfied with an alternate plan approved 
recently by the Hoffman Estates Park 
Board of Commissioners. 


"We're not fighting the park or any 


Improvements. It's the sports complex 
aspect of It," said Gene Kllllnn, 479 Glen 
Lake Rd. "There's no open area for any- 
one to go out with the kids and play ball 
or anything." 


The park board approved the elimina- 


tion of one baseball diamond and the 
moving of a parking lot. 


THE RESIDENTS contend that the 


parking lot was moved only 100 feet 
away from property lines and that It 
should have been placed next to the 
planned athletic fields. They said the 
parking lot is too far from the fields and 
that It will be easier for players to park 
on tho street and walk across yards dis- 
turbing the owners. The parking lot was 


moved because of complaints of lack of 
privacy. 


They wanted a buffer zone between or- 


ganized activities and homes. The park 
board said a 100-foot buffer zone would 
be created under the alternate plan. 


However, Jess Augustine, 449 Kings- 


dole Rd., said, "What will happen to the 
buffer zone when they have tournaments 
and there are a lot of people?" 


The residents also would like to see an 


area for one of the three planned ball 
diamonds to be for children from High 
Point. 


Not all people In the area side with the 


Irate residents, who they claim have 
quite a bit of support from persons living 
along Glen Lake and Klngsdale roads on 
the southern edge of the park. 


SEVERAL PERSONS living on Kings- 


dale Road alleged that the park board Is 
an arm of the Hoffman Estates Athletic 
Association. George Seaver, board com- 
missioner, has said there has to be a bal- 
ance between people living near parks 
and the Interests of those who also pay 
taxes. 


"The park board Is only an extension 


of the HEAA," said Augustine, a com-

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Subcommittee balks at Rob Roy inclusion 
Trustees give tentative OK 
to Prospect Heights plans 


A subcommittee ot the Mount Prospect 


Village Board lost week decided not to 
object to the formation of a new town, 
Prospect Heights, north of the village. 
However, committee members balked at 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA) plans to Include part of the 
Rob Roy Golf Courjo In the new munici- 
pality. 


Trustee Donald D. Furst was the most 


outspoken in objecting to P1IIA plans to 
Include the northern 140 feet of the golf 
course, which Is the subject of an annex- 
ation petition In the village now. 


If Rob Roy were to be developed with 


apartments, as petitioner Kcnroy Inc. of 
Skokic wants, Furst said numerous prob- 
lems would be created because the 
planned development would lie within 
two communities If Prospect Heights in- 


corporates as planned. Furst, however, 
added he'd rather have the golf course 
preserved as open space. 


JACK GILLIGAN, PHIA president, 


told Furst and Trustees Richard N. 
Hcndricks and Errol F. Richardson that 
his group will fight any effort to build 
apartments on the ISO-acre golf course 
and the adjacent 38-acre driving range. 
Both are on the north side of Euclid Ave- 
nue between Wolf and Wheeling roads. 


Although the three trustees sold they 


could see no problems with Prospect 
Heights Incorporating, a formal vote was 
postponed at least a month. Richardson 
said he would like to see an up-to-date 
map of the town's proposed boundaries. 


Gov. Daniel Walker has two bills be- 


fore him that would permit Prospect 
Heights to incorporate without the neigh- 
boring communities' consent, but Gilli- 
gan told the committee his group would 
like Mount Prospect's consent anyway. 


THE OTHER two towns involved are 


Wheeling and Arlington Heights, with 
whom the PHIA has made "Zero" prog- 
ress toward getting consent, Gilligan 
said. 


Other problems discussed Included 


Pal-Waukee Airport's future and air- 
plane noise in the area. Both sides 
agreed they would want the airport to 
remain In operation. Gilligan pointed out 
that if the airport closes, jets using 
O'Hare Airport would be able to use Pal-

Walk down the halls of suburban high 


schools and you can see the change — 
students dressed up a little, hair combed 
and shoes shlned. 


This is the new look and it is making 


administrators and parents smile be- 
cause for a while they were wondering 
just how much grubbier their children 
would get. 


Yes, kids still dress the way they want 


and In everything imaginable, from over- 
alls to floor length gowns. But you can 
see a trend away from the see-how-lousy- 
you-can-look to something quite different. 


Credit it to the class of '74, this almost 


polished and prim appearance. 


A few years ago school officials bick- 


ered about how students should look. 
Miniskirts? Pants for girls? Long hair on 
boys? 


AS DRESS CODES eased to accom- 


modate the cunjnt fashions, students be- 
came weary of the whole ordeal and sud- 
denly showed up in worn-out jeans, 
faded work shirts and uncombed hair. 


In defiance, they turned up their noses 


to current fashion trends until it became 
fashionable not to be fashionable. Free- 
dom, they said, was the ability to wear 
what you want to wear. 


But now, despite the leeway in the cur- 


rent dress codes, students are choosing 
to be a little more neat and a little more 
style conscious. 


"I like getting dressed up," said Wen- 


dy Topczewskl, a senior at Horsey High 
School.

Girls now are wearing soft knit 


dresses, straight-legged pants and blazer 
jackets with wide lapels. 


GUY VENA, a dean at Arlington High 


School, is happy with the students. "It's 
wonderful," he said "Parents also do a 
pretty good job on what's good taste. The 
dress code at the high school is pretty 
much similar to most other schools': If 
it's okay with your parents, It's OK with 
us. 


"I think they have a sense of respect 


for themselves," he said. "There seems 
to be a happy medium.

Problem-solving key topic 
for 2,800 at IML parley

Revenue sharing. Flooding. Taxing. 


And, water pricing. 


Tho problems of local governments 


gushed to the discussion floor this Meek- 
end In Chicago during the 60th annual 
convention of the Illinois Municipal 
League. More than 2,800 mayors, city 
clerks and managers were registered at 
the Conrad Hilton for the convention, 
uhlch ends today. 


The conference offered something for 


everyone. Big-name speakers including 
Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker, Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and Los Angeles 
Mayor Thomas Bradley. Serious dis- 
cussion. Seminars ranging from munici- 
pal problem-salting to the Image of pub- 
lic officials. Hospitality suites. And tours 
of Chicago on a double-decker bus com- 
plete uilh band. 


Only one resolution was offered to con- 


vention delegates for a vote. But, sugges- 
tions for problem-solving were wide- 
ranging and could become the basis of 
league policy In the future. 


DELEGATES WERE expected to ap- 


prove late Sunday a resolution opposing 
a statewide property tax freeze. The res- 
olution would "reaffirm a position we 
took last year," league attorney Tom 
Kelly said. 


The resolutions committee tabled a 


proposal seeking municipal power to col- 
lect a graduated Income tax as an al- 
ternative to real estate tax In home-rule 
communities. 


Weekend controversy began In munici- 


pal problems commission when a repre- 
sentative of Hickory Hills criticized a 34 
per cent planned Increase In water rates 
by Chicago. The rate hike, which would 
affect DCS Plaines and other suburbs 
purchasing city water, was opposed be- 
cause Chicago enacted a 25 per cent in- 
crease in 1970. 


Commission members called for "com- 


plete accounting" to "assure us" that In- 
creased fees do not finance construction 
of new water lines to other communities 
and do not p«y for' proved lines in Chi- 
cago. 


"Let them show first that they arc on- 


t i t l e d to it," State Rep. William 
Bluthardt, R-Schlller Pork, said. "Tho 
difference between tho suburbs and Chi- 
cago is that all of our people have water 
meters." State Sen. Howard Mohr, 
ll-Korost Park, said. 


Chicago Mayor Daley, who Is keynote 


speaker at today's general session, was 
not represented at the commission meet- 
ing. Daley was host at a Friday recep- 
tion for the league's gold-blazcrcd board 
of directors.

• Increase the maximum' corporate 


tax levy from 25 to 40 cents if other taxes 
arc eliminated. The proposal would con- 
solidate multiple taxes — fire, library, 
corporate — and simplify collection and 
bookkeeping. 


As B mayor and state senator, Mohr 


said he faces a "two-way street" In con- 
sidering the proposals. "The job of the 
municipal official Is to get all you can. 
Everybody Is looking for the next guy to 
take over his obligations. But, many of 
these Ideas are local, not legislature 
problems." 


LEAGUE directors opened discussion 


of another problem — money — at their 
quarterly meeting Friday. A special 
committee to study league goals offered 
a list of 11 recommendations that includ- 
ed a proposal for a dues Increase to fi- 
nance expanded research activities. 


M a y o r Jack Walsh of Arlington 


Heights said the nroposed hike "is not 


implicit." Arlington Heights paid about 
$1,100 this year, based on population, for 
membership in the league. 


"I'm not surprised about the proposed 


hike," Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Ben- 
rel said.

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The nomads of America 


Whether it's Omaha or Sehaumburg-it's home

The moving van has hardly pulled out of the drive at her 


new home before Marilyn Mullln hops In her car and heads 
out to discover what she con about the community. 


Give her a week and she will know everyone on her block. 
Within a month she will have found a part-time job, volun- 


teered to be an assistant Brownie leader, enrolled in a ceram- 
ics class and joined a few neighborhood social clubs. 


She also will be knocking on the doors of new neighbors for 


tho Grcctcrs Club and welcoming them to Schaumburg as if 
she had lived there all her life Instead of just since March. 


GIVE HER another month and she may be gone. 
Mrs. Mullln is the wife of an executive nomad and hop- 


scotching from one place to another is a way of life for her. 


She calls Schaumburg home but then she has also called 


Salem, Ark., Kansas City and Joplln, Mo., Overland Park, 
Kan., and Omaha, Neb., home. Within tho last 11 years the 
family has made seven moves In five states. 


"I have never felt not at home anywhere we were," said 


Mrs. Mullin. "I have really enjoyed every move." Included in 
tho list is one transfer where there was only one week's 
notice and she was eight months pregnant. 


While Mrs. Mullln had only moved once before she was 


married, her husband, John, is a veteran. The son of a sales- 
man, he had lived in 19 different places by the time he was 
19. 


TRANSFERRING isn't all that easy and enjoyable for oth- 


er families. Nearly 40 million families move annually and it 
Is estimated 2.5 million of them are the result of a corporate 
transfer. 


While the executive nomad is taken under the wings of 


other executives and Is kept busy integrating himself into a 
new job, the wife and children are left at home in a strange 
community to fend for themselves. 


The wife is usually left to carry out the physical aspects of 


the move — unpacking, having phones installed, picking up 
license plates, registering the-children in school and other 
time consuming but necessary items. In between the busy 
work she is expected to get out and make new social contacts. 


"YOU HAVE TO be aggressive. If you don't get out you 


probably won't be very happy," said Jan Dlxon of Schaum- 
burg, a veteran of eight transfers. 


"The children are a tremendous help in meeting people. 


The kids find themselves beautifully," said Mrs. Dlxon, a 
mother of two. "Before you know it the kids have made 
friends and you can contact the parents and Introduce your- 
self." 


"You gain experience from one place to another in making 


contacts and It gets easier," said Mrs. Dlxon. 


The William Tranavttch family's fears of being able to 


make new friends In Buffalo Grove never materialized. The 
family was transferred to the area a year ago after having 
lived in New Jersey all their life. 


"Buffalo Grove is quite a melting pot and many people we 


meet are transferees," said Tranavltch. "Actually you are 
able to get closer to your neighbors because you have some- 
thing In common with them." 


WITH THE FIRST move out of the way, the Tranavitchs

Walk down the halls of suburban high 


schools and you can see the change — 
students dressed up a little, hair combed 
and shoes shined. 


This Is the new look and it Is making 


administrators and parents smile be- 
cause for a while they were wondering 
just how much grubbier their children 
would get. 


Yes, kids still dress the way they want 


and In everything imaginable, from over- 
alls to floor length gowns. But you can 
see a trend away from the see-how-lousy- 
you-can-look to something quite different. 


Credit it to the class of '74, this almost 


polished and prim appearance. 


A few years ago school officials bick- 


ered about how students should look. 
Miniskirts? Pants for girls? Long hair on 
boys? 


AS DRESS CODES eased to accom- 


modate the current fashions, students be- 
came weary of the whole ordeal and sud- 
denly showed up in worn-out jeans, 
faded work shirts and uncombed hair. 


In defiance, they turned up their noses 


to current fashion trends until it became 
fashionable not to be fashionable. Free- 
dom, they said, was the ability to wear 
what you want to wear. 


But now, despite the leeway in the cur- 


rent dress codes, students are choosing 
to be a little more neat and a little more 
style conscious. 


"I like getting dressed up," said Wen- 


dy Topczewskl, a senior at Hersey High 
School. "It determines how I feel for the 
day." 


Girls now are wearing soft knit 


dresses, straight-legged pants and blazer 
jackets with wide lapels. 


GUY VENA, a dean at Arlington High 


School, is happy with the students. "It's 
wonderful," he said. "Parents also do a 
pretty good job on what's good taste. The 
dress code at the high school is pretty 
much similar to most other schools': If 
it's okay with your parents, it's OK with 
us. 


"I think they have a sense of respect 


for themselves," he said. "There seems 
to be a happy medium. We adjust, they 
adjust." 


For years school officials and students 


struggled over dress codes that would be 
appropriate for both parties. Girls were 
sent home for wearing culottes or pacts. 
Boys were asked to get haircuts when

BUT SOON DRESS codes began to re- 


lax and allowed a student the freedom to 
dress in any way-he chose, provided ap- 
pearance did not disrupt a class or en- 
danger the health and safety of himself 
or to other students. 


"Kids as a whole are better dressed

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2,800 pack Municipal League parley, talk problems

Revenue sharing. Flooding. Taxing. 


And, water pricing. 


The problems of local governments 


gushed to the discussion floor this week- 
end in Chicago during the 60th annual 
convention of (he Illinois Municipal 
League. More than 2,800 mayors, city 
clerks and managers were registered at 
the Conrad Hilton for the convention, 
which ends today. 


The conference offered something for 


everyone. Big-name speakers including 
Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker, Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and Los Angeles 
Mayor Thomas Bradley. Serious dis- 
cussion. Seminars ranging from munici- 
pal problem-solving to the Image of pub- 
lic officials. Hospitality suites. And tours 
of Chicago on a double-decker bus com- 
plete with band. 


Only one resolution was offered to con- 


vention delegates for a vote. But, sugges- 
tions for problem-solving were wide- 
ranging and could become the basis of 
league policy In the future. 


DELEGATES WERE expected to ap- 


prove late Sunday a resolution opposing 


a statewide property tax freeze. The res- 
olution would "reaffirm a position we 
took last year," league attorney Tom 
Kcltysaid. 


The resolutions committee tabled a 


proposal seeking municipal power to col- 
lect a graduated Income tax as an al- 
ternative .to real estate tax in home-rule 
communities. 


Weekend controversy began In munici- 


pal problems commission when a repre- 
sentative of Hickory Hills criticized a 34 
per cent planned Increase In water rates 
by Chicago. The rate hike, which would 
affect Des Plalnes and other suburbs 
purchasing city water, was opposed be- 
cause Chicago enacted a 25 per cent In- 
crease In 1970. 


Commission members called for "com- 


plete accounting" to "assure us" that in- 
creased fees do not finance construction 
of new water lines to other communities 
and do not pay for Improved lines In Chi- 
cago. 


"Let them show first that they are en- 


t i t l e d to It," State Rep. William 
Bluthardt, R-SchlUer Park, said. "The 
difference between the suburbs and Chi- 


cago is that all of our people have water 
meters," State Sen. Howard Mohr, 
R-Forest Park, said. 


Chicago Mayor Daley, who is keynote 


speaker at today's general session, was 
not represented at the commission meet- 
Ing. Daley was host at a Friday recep- 
tion for the league's gold-blazered board 
of directors. 


THE COMMISSION called for state 


legislation to: 


• Require donations of land by devel- 


opers for school and public service sites. 
Mohr criticized the proposal. "Elected 
officials are able to handle themselves 
better than a legislator who Is mandating 
a man to donate land. In our area, we 
ask them to contribute. This type of leg- 
islation could drive a builder out." 


• Set state standards controlling devel- 


opment in flood plain areas. 


• Allow municipalities to enter con- 


tracts with shopping centers for control 
of parking. 


• Increase the maximum corporate 


tax levy from 25 to 40 cents if other taxes 
are eliminated. The proposal would con- 
solidate multiple taxes — fire, library, 


corporate — and simplify collection and 
bookkeeping. 


As a mayor and state senator, Mohr 


said he faces a "two-way street" in con- 
sidering the proposals. "The job of the 
municipal official Is to get all you can. 
Everybody Is looking for the next guy to 
take over his obligations. But, many of 
these ideas are local, not legislature 
problems." 


LEAGUE directors opened discussion 


of another problem — money — at their 
quarterly meeting Friday. A special 
committee to study league goals offered 
a list of 11 recommendations that Includ- 
ed a proposal for a dues increase to fi- 
nance expanded research activities. 


M a y o r Jack Walsh of Arlington 


Heights said the proposed bike "is not 
implicit." Arlington Heights, paid about 
$1,100 this year, based on population, for 
membership in the league. 


"I'm not surprised about the proposed 


hike," Des Plalnes Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rel said. "It's not unreasonable to say 
that if you want increased services, it 
will cost more." Des Plalnes paid $1,206 
for league membership in 1973. 


Behrel, president of the league In 1965- 


1966, bounded from meeting to meeting 
throughout the sessions. The Des Plaines 
mayor headed a Saturday revenue-shar- 
ing panel, delivered the opening prayer 
at Sunday's breakfast and will sit with 
state legislators today on a panel that 
will probe revenue reform, tax freezes, 
home rule and mass transportation.

Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Robert Ep- 
pley, who led the National Anthem at 
Sunday's general sessiox 


Rohrbach and Norman Samelson, an 


attorney from Des Plaines, were named 
to the league's election code committee. 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Hamer 


was named to a five-member special 
committee to draft a model pornography 
control ordinance. 


School district ivrapup 
Elementary signup 
drops 5% locally 


Student enrollment in Arlington Heights elementary schools 


dipped 5 per cent this year with a total of 9,043 students. The 
figures were released In a sixth day enrollment report, which 
is a census of students enrolled In the district's 18 schools at 
the beginning of school. 


"It's a district-wide phenomenon," said Donald V. Strong, 


superintendent of School Dlst. 25. "We don't know what the 
reasons arc for this decrease." 


Last year 9,508 students were enrolled in the district. Offi- 


cials had projected a decrease of 2 to 3 per cent for the 1973- 
74 school year. 


"It's not a shock as we had projected a downward trend," 


said Strong, who added that administrators were puzzled over 
the steep decrease and speculated on all sorts of reasons, 
ranging from the high cost of mortgage loans to people hav- 
ing fewer children. 


The decrease In the number of students would mean a 


better teacher-student ratio and more room in classrooms, 
libraries and learning centers, he said. The main problem 
arising from this situation, he added, Is to find njore effective 
methods of making future projections. 


§2,500 donation to Bureau 


The school district plans to contribute $2,500 this year to the 


Volunteer Service Bureau of Northwest Cook County, an 
agency which provides volunteer services for various commu- 
ni-y Institutions. 


The sum will be given In $300 monthly increments begin- 


ning October. 


The agency Is a non-profit organization with the central 


office located at the school district's administration building, 
301 W. South St. It consists of volunteer coordinators who 
assist teachers In finding volunteer help, such as clerical or 
tutoring services. These volunteer coordinators arc parents 
and members of the PTA. 


This year $7,000 Is needed through contributions for oper- 


ational expenses, according to James Hall, president. Various 
other institutions have been asked for contributions.

Many large companies use Chicago as a training ground for 


young executives who manage to find their way to the North- 
west suburbs because they don't want to live In the city. 


Real estate agencies In the area are geared to helping

"The transferee Is a different sort of person. The wife Is 


frequently unset and we try to make the move easier for 
her," said Diane Kowalakl of Gladstone Realtors. Sometimes 
this Involves picking the family up at the airport, making 
hotel arrangements, driving them around the area for a few 
days to give them a feel of what to expect before even show- 
Ing them a house, she said. 


WHILE MOST transferees don't know how long they will be 


In one place they go ahead and buy a house. One reason Is the 
unavailability of rental homes in the area and the other is 
appreciation. 


"The house will grow with the market. We are just going to 


ride the market and we won't suffer if we have to move 
again," said Trannvltch. 


The two main concerns of transfer families In looking for a 


house are the availability of public transportation and good 
schools, said Miss Kowalskl. 


Transferees express concern about their children's educa- 


tion but most feel geographic mobility has not been detrimen- 
tal to the child's performance In school. 


"So far we've been to places where there have been good 


schools and there hasn't been any problem," said Mrs. Marc 
LeWand of Palatine, a veteran of more moves than she can 
remember. 


STUDENT TURNOVER In school districts In the area aver- 


ages about 10 per cent annually. The effects of being trans- 
ferred from one school to another vary with each 'child, ac- 
cording to educators. 


"If they are going from one good school to another good 


school, I don't think it makes much difference," sold John 
Barger, assistant superintendent of Wheeling Dlst. 21. 


"The (educational) effects of transferring are less when the 
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children are young," said Joanne Newman, division director 
of curriculum Implementation In Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dlst. 15. She explained that when the children are just start- 
Ing school they identify with their teacher but as they get 
older they tend to Identify more with their peer group. Suc- 
cess In school often becomes secondary with the older chil- 
dren who feel they have to make It with their peers first. 


The turnover rate in most school districts is too high to 


have a formal program to orient new students. However, 
teachers and principals are usually made aware of children 
who are new to the district so they can help acclimate them. 
Records of the student's performance In other school districts 
are also made available to teachers. 


ANOTHER FACTOR affecGng how well children adjust to a 


new school Is their parent's attitude about their new commu- 
nity. 


"If the parents were resistant to change, the students will 


probably not be too happy with the change," said James 
Retzlaff, acting superintendent of River Trails Dlst. 26. "If 
the parents are positive about a move to a new situation, the 
children will be. Once a child has been In a school for several 
days, that is the school he wants to be in. He doesn't care to 
be any other place." 


Most parents who are transferred frequently try to Involve 


their children in the move. The children help In the packing, 
frequently accompany their parents to the new area to look 
for a house and are usually informed about the place they 
will be living before the move is actually made. 


TRANSFER FAMILIES usually find the moves draw the 


family closer together. 


"You depend more on each other because you have no one 


else to turn to at first," said Mrs. Mullin. 


Veterans of the moving game list "good attitude" as a 


definite asset in easing the family's ability to adjust to a new 
community. They also suggest children be Involved In the 
moves, some personal belongings of each family member be 
kept, as much be learned about the new community before 
the move as possible and each family member be encouraged 
to get out and make new friends right away.

was reported in guarded condition in the 
intensive-care unit at Alexian Brothers. 
Other passengers reported In guarded 
condition at the same hospital were Jef- 
frey's wife, Jean, 21, and his brother 
John, 18, of the Itasca address. 


The driver of the other car, Joseph 


Kluk, 2329 N. Latrobe, Chicago, also was 
reported in guarded condition at Alexian 
Brothers. There were no passengers in 
the Kluk vehicle. 


The accident occurred at about 1:10 


a.m. yesterday, state police said. 


The Hurst auto was northbound on 111. 


Rte. 53 In the southbound portion of the 
highway and collided head-on with the 
Kluk car, which was southbound, accord- 
Ing to state police. 


Authorities did not immediately know 


how the Hurst vehicle got onto the wrong 
side of the roadway and were continuing 
an investigation into the mishap. 
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
